Sir, Tehran, June 14, 1912. 

J HAVE the honour to transmit herewith copies of despatches received from 
His Majesty’s consul at Kermanshah, reporting upon the recent military events which 
have led up to the eventual triumph of the Government forces, to the recapture of 
Kermanshah, and to the defeat and flight of the army under Salar-ed-Dowleh and 
Mojallol-es-Sultan. 

You will notice, Sir, that the first of these despatches contains a report of 
assurances given to Mr, McDouall by Salar-ed-Dowleh of his friendly feelings towards 
the British Government, in spite of the fact that British action in the past had been 
hostile to his family. Mr. MeDouall communicated this passage to me by. telegraph, 
hut T returned no reply. Neither did I answer a later telegraphi ommunication sent. 
to me direct by Salar-ed-Dowleh, in which he asked me to invite the Persian 
Government to send their troops 16 miles outside Hamadan to fight him, as he would 
not otherwise be able to guaranteo the life and property of the peaceable citizens 
of that town. 

"Phe progress of the military movements has been reported to you by telegraph as 
anything of interest occurred. “The march of Farman Farma, who was in command of 

© Government fore ‘who left ‘Tehran early in April was yery leisurely, He 
did not reach Hamadan until nearly the end of the month. His first enconnter with 
the forces of Salar-ed-Dowleh under Mojallel-es-Sultan was most unfortunate, as he 
was soverely defeated with the loss of several guns. ‘The Minister for Foreign Affairs 
subsequently told me that the battle was of a “‘bouffe” nature. ‘The two armies when 
they came in sight of each other fired at each other and then fled incontinently, 
Mojallel winning because he looked round first, and discovered that he and the enemy 
were playing the same game. 

Although it was fully exp 1 that Farman Farma would be beaten, and much 
wit was expended over his discomfiture, general consternation was, felt when the news 
reached Tehran, ‘The famous Yeprim Khan was at once dispatched to the front to 
take command of the Armenian fedais, who had been hurried up from Hamadan, 
‘The Bakhtiari contingent which had gone round by Zenjan received orders to proceed 
to the scene of action with all speed. Yeprim hastened to Hamadan in motor-cars 
which had by chance been assembled from Baku for the Regent's voyage to Enzeli. 

Yepril al affairs ussumed a more business-like turn, He advanced 

t Mojallel, who had withdrawn some distance to the rear on hearing of 

his approach, and taken up a strong defensive position in some hills, ‘Tho. battle 
commenced at 9 A.M, and by 4°30 rat. it appeared as if the Government forces had 
won a de victory, when Yeprim Khan rashly approached a mud-tower, from 
which some unpleasant sniping had been annoying him during the battle. There 
would appear to have been no sort of reason for his doing this, as his men were quite 
able to capture and punish the sharpshooters in the tower. It seems he had got quite 
lose to the tower when a young Persian doctor of much promise was shot down hy. 
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his side, At an exclamation of warning’ from another companion, Yeprim looked 
‘and as lie did 49, a bullet fired from the tower struck him at the corner of the mouth, 
passing out at the back of his neck and shattering his skull. Ho fell dead on the 
Epol. There can be no question of foul play as he fell in fair fight to an enemy's rifle. 
Ttis possible that he may have sought death, as it is otherwise hard to explain why, 
for no purpose, he rode close up to a tower from which shots were being fired. 

‘When Yepri fell a panic ensued, and but for the courage and. determination of 
Kerri Khan, an Armenian, who sueceeded Yeprim in command, there might have been 
a disastor, a8 almost at the same moment Mojallel brought: up reinforcements which he 
hud held in resorve for the purpose of attacking Yeprim's men when tired with a day 
of battle, Kerri succeeded in staying the rout by ruthlessly shooting down the first 
fagitives: ‘Then the Armenians and Bakhtiaris fought bravely, and after three hours’ 
hard fighting: succeeded in completely routing the forces under Mojallel. 

Salaroc-Dowleh’s star had waned, ‘The advantage gained was pressed home 
more resolutely than is usually the case in Persian warfare, and Mojallel was gradually 
‘riven back until he fled with some eighty men to Kermanshah. ‘The furtherapproach 
ff the Government troops met with but slight opposition until they arrived within a 
ouplo of days’ march of the town, Here a stand was made by the Kalhurs and other 
tribes which had joined Salar-ed-owleh, but it is now evident that the Prince himself 
vas not prosent at any of the encounters, Fortune again favoured the forces of the 
Govornmont, and the tribesmen were defeated with the loss of Daood Khan, Kalhur, 
and his son. 

‘Mho road to Kermanshah was now open, and the town was entered without 
‘opposition, despite a bombastic threat on the part of Salar that he would defend it to 
tho last, and that the Government should be hold responsible for any damage done 
during a bombardment, 

‘TL is not quite clear what has happened to Salar-ed-Dowleh, but it is believed that 
hho and Mojallel have fled to the Vali of Pushti-Kuh, ‘The Bakhtiaris and fodais 
fro ulroudy elamouring to return to Tehran, which would seem to indicate that thero is 
not much to loot at Kermanghah, ‘The presence of these undesirables is not wanted at 
‘Tehran, and thero would be a serious danger that the Prince might again repossess 
hhitnsel€'of the town wore it to be evacuated before he is accounted for.

T HAVE the honour to report that. yesterday Salarced-Dowleh wrote asking me to 
call to speak about somo frontior affairs.

who was bound by. the promises which he had made to M. Tsvolsky, the Russian 
Ambassador in Patis, when he was last there, He (the Prince) personally had no 
reason to love the British, who had handed him oyer to his brother when he took 
rofuge in the consulate here, which led to his imprisonment and exile and loss of 
i triot he fully tecognised that the British Government was really 
anxious to presorve tho integrity of Persia, and further, that it was in their interest 
that that nd independence should be preserved. He therefore was anxious 
to do all he could to support British interests, and had throughout given orders to 
respect British goods. [said that according to. reports. from Flaroadan, ‘Mojllel-c 
Sultan had given out that as the Ministers of Tehran had sold Persia to the two 
Powers, the Ulema of Kurdistan had authorised a ‘‘jehad" against the two Powers, 
and that foreign goods would first be looted. He replied that the story was a trick of 
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his enemies, and Mojallel could not circulate such a story without: his orders, which 
had not been given. I promised to let you know what he had said, : 
Tle then told me that Ali Akbar Khan Sinjabi had left for Mojallel’s camp with

I HAVE the honour to report, in continuation of my despatch No._3, dated 
yesterday, that from further information obtained it appears that. on hearing of 
Marrel between the tribes, Kazim Khan Sinjabi and Salar Arshad Kurdistan), who 
dire with the Mojalleles-Sultan when he defeated Farman Farma, returned. ‘They 
fvised great care, as Farman Farma’s force was only a small one. Mojallel wrote to 
Salared-Dowleh that instead of receiving reinforcements somo of his forco had left to 
take part in the tribal quarrels of Kermanshah, and urging him to arrange matters 
‘and send reinforcements, Salar sent some Ulema and others to the Sinjabis, and in 
Consequence Samsam-cl-Memelek camo to the Prince, ‘The Princo embraced him, 
Called him his father, and gave him. 3,000 tomans and other presents, Samsam said 
hat the tribes would not accept to be placed under the Government of Kalhurs, and 
if thoy and the Kalhurs met there would bo fighting, it was impossible for them to 
sorve in tho same army as Kalhurs. Salar promised that if they would support. him 
they should never be mado to submit to Sordar Mozafir. Ho requested that 800 men 
should go under Ali Akbar and Kazim Khans to Kurdistan to reinforco Mojallel, and 
Sordar Mozaflir would accompany the army under hiinself, Samsamn appears to hava 
agreed, and returned to his village to seo his son Ali Akbar, who is the real head of 
the combination, and it has not yet transpired whether he will accept, They are 
probably awaiting news from Farman Farma, and should he defeat Mojallel before 
They leave they would not go. Serdar Mozaflir has written to Ihtesham-el-Memalek, of 
id, that he was quite right to punish the Kalhurs for their misbehaviour. Ho is 
‘vidently frightened at the strength of the combination, and will not fight unless 
Attacked by them, Ho is expected here in a day or two to join in an advance towards 
Kangawar, bat his movements aro always uncertain. ‘Tho Hkhani, who is, at Sahnoh, 
swith 300 to 400 men, informed Salar-ed-Dowleh that the Khezel ‘wore holding their 
Dorder, and Salar instructed him not to advance but to hold Sahneh.

IN continuation of my despatch No. 54, dated the 16th May, I have the honour to 
inform you that the Sinjabi chief has replied to Salar-ed-Dowlel's messenger that as 
he has a quarrel with the Kalhurs, as long as their contingent has not advanced from 
Kermanshah, he cannot, and further, that there being trouble on the frontier stirred up 
by the Kalhurs, he cannot spare a man (sic} None of his sons have returned to 
Kurdistan. On hearing of the fighting between the Bajlan and Shoikh, Nasir-ed-Din, 
‘Ali Akbar Khan Sinjabi left with 300 men to support the Bajlan, Sordar Mozaffit 
bas informed Salar-ed-Dowleh that he cannot come until the Sinjabi contingents have 
Jeft Kermanshah, and further, that he will come when the Vali of Pusht-i-Kuh does, 
‘The latter replies that he will come, but in each letter makes some excuse for delay. 
Salar-ed-Dowleh being dependent on the Kermanshah tribes is in a dieule 
position, Mojallel-es-Sultan is constantly writing to him for reinforcements and to 
Come in person; but the Prince can do nothing. He sends falso messages to his 


Supporters reporting the arrival of various chiefs to try and encourage them. Ihave 
reason to believe that he is preparing to flee.

MY preceding despateh upon Bakhtiari i 
relations between this powerful and influential tribe and the Sh 
wall bo my endeavour i, this ove to explain the present. 6 
Ahwaz to Tafahan, which is generally known as the Bakhtiari ro 
equally familiar under the name of the “Lynch” road, due to the fact that its 
Construction was carried out by the firm that is xo styled. 

For some time past. compltints have been frequent that the Bakhtiari: khans 
responsible wore not taking the necessary. steps to seoure the safety of the road. 
Htopresontations on the subject wore constantly made to the khans in ‘Tehran, who sent 
ropeated instructions to the local khans to take the recessary stops to protect the traffic 
om the road, Much stress was laid upon the fact that Yusut Khan, Amir Mujahid, 
Deon appointed Covernor of Belbehan, « position which would enable him to control 
the 1g Kuhgelouis that infests the road at cortain times of the year, when the 
hiomad Bakhtiari haye moved off to other pastures where water is more plentiful. 

"AU a critical momont, when it was most essential that the measures for the control 
of the Kuligolouis should be taken, news was received that the Amir Mujahid had not 
proceeded to Belibehan, and was abandoning his charge because of the opposition of 
Rirdar Asha, his cousin, who had constituted himself controller of the road, and was 
Vehaving in h high-handed manner that was in no sense in accordance with the best 
intorests of the toad. Sardar Ashja was until recently Governor-General of Isfahan, 
whore he proved a complete failure, and made himself notorious by his extortionate 
practices, “Hot upon tho news of this chief's behaviour to his cousin came a report 
That he liad also refuse to allow Messrs. Lyncl’s road inspectors to do thoir duty, and 
Hid sont them back to Tafaban, A protest wad at onco addressed to the khans by the 
Togation, aid Sardar Ashja, has been summoned to the capital to explain his conduct. 
Tt is said that he is now on his way here, but, meanwhile, the road has een left to the 

ti robbers, and there is small doubt that it will be completely closed 
to trade ina fev weeks. 

‘Tho question is now Feceiying the serious attention of the khans here, and formed 
tho subject of conversation during Captain Grey's recent visit. Aftermuch deliberation 
thoy have proposed to Messrs. c's agent that his firm should advance then um 
‘of 10,000 tomans (about 7,002), repayable in five years by instalments, on the plea 
that. they havo no fanids available for the policing of the road. If the money is forth: 
coming they propese to name Sardar-isJang, a brothor of the Sardar Ashja, Governor of 
Tekiiehin, with full powor over the roud and the entire Bakhtiari country, and they 
profess 10 anticipate a restoration of order under his control. ‘The khans propose to 
Pay the instalments and intrest othe na ot ofthe roail tolls, and are prepared to 
hand over the collection of the tolls to Messrs. Lynch, should they fall into arrear in 
the payments due on the loan, ‘They declare that if the money is not forthcoming they 
eantot hold. themselves responsible for the safety of the road, because they are without 
funds for the purpos 

Surdardidang called upon mo on the 1th instant. He is as plausible as are all 
the Bakhtioris, amd assured mo that he swould do his best to guaranteo the safety of the 
road and to restore otder throughout the country. He has the reputation of being a 
plucky man of considerable military aexuirements, and to have much force of character 
and detwrny 1 inveterate opium smoker, and issuffering at the present 
moment from syphilis. Ie impressed me somewhat favourably. Tn answer to my 
‘enquiry as to what had happened to the tolls that have been collected this year, Sardar 
Jang stated that the money had been spent in, buying horses and the necessary 
equipment for the Bakltiaris who had been taking part in the recent military 
‘operations. 

T impressed upon Sardar-iJang the great importance that Fis Majesty's Govorn- 
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ment attach to the read being kept continually openfand freo of robbers. He assured. 
me that he would put a thousand men on the road if Messrs Lynch produced the money. 
Fequired for the purpose, but the khans have nothing but their word to offer as security 
That the money, if forthcoming, will be spent for the purpose for which it is intended.

WITH reference to Sir G. Barelay’s letter to vow of the 25th March relative to 
the advanco to the Persian Government of 100,000, I have, under instructions from 
His Majesty's Government, to request the Imperial Hank of Pia, after meting the 
service of the “ Anglo-Indian loan,” 1903 and 1904, and that of the Persian Govermnent 
6 per cont, sterling loan of 1911, henceforth to retain from the receipts of the southern 
customs and remit to His Majesty’s Government monthly a sum sufficient to mect the 
7 por cent. per annun interest charged on that advance calculated from the 28th March 
ast. Interest at the same rate on the sum of 39,000 tomans advance to the Persian 
Government on the 2nd March for the period prior to its repayment should also be 
collected and its equivalent remitted to London. ‘The accounts in regard to these 
mauars should be kept distinet from thoye relaing to the Anglo-Tndin. loan, 1908 
and 1904, 

T have to add that, as you are aware, according to the arrangement with the 
Persian Govornment the surplus receipts of the southern customs ate to be employed 
in their entirety for the repayment of the advance of 100,000. His Majesty's Govern- 
ment have, however, decided to suspend. the operation of this sinking fund for the 
period of twelve months, dating from the 28th Mareh last, and you may in the meantime 
placo the sirplus at the disposal of the Persian Government, subject, of course, to the 
proviso that those suxplis receipts remain hypothecated to the discharge of the debt in 
question falling the eouelusion of a oan, and its discharge from the proceeds within 
the period mentioned.

‘that was barely known in Tehran a fow years ago, should have now acquired complete 
control of the Central Government, whilst a Bakhtiari chief rules at I aban as 

overnor-general. Were these half-educated mountaineers cs pable admi rators: 
fhe danger would be less, but they are not, and it i8 clear that their main object in 
holding office is to amass money to be more or less shared by all the members of tho 
tribe, Envy and hatred of the Bakhtiari will create an era of intrigue that will not 
cease until they have been ousted from office.

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In the courso of the above-mentioned interview, Nasir-ul-Mulk gave us to 
understand that he had told Sipahdar and Vossouk-ed-Dowleh that hie would not be 
averse to the formation of a Cabinet after his departure, with the former statesman 
atits head. It appeared to me that the chief reason why he attached importance to 
Vossoukced-Dowleh's continuance in office was that ho looked to him to. bring about 
the Cabinet orisis which should result in the downfall of the Bakhtiari. If such were 
really his intention, he purposed to bequeath to his country an unhappy legacy. 

Tinmediately-after the Regent’s departure, Ala-es-Sultaneb, who has now been 
definitely appointed Minister for Foreign Affairs, called upon me and discussed the 
situation at great length. He expressed his opinion that the present Cabinet should 
be muintained in office as the lesser of two evils, partly because the Regent had 
entrasted it with the direction of the Government, and partly because he considered 
that an effort to dispossess the Bakhtiari faction of the predominant share in tho 
direction of affairs might be attended by thy most sorious results at the present 
cimment Te foresam aint ouch ‘ation wold Uo keenly seseuted My the Pakter, 
which might entail the secession of their dependents from the Government forces at 
Kermanshiah, Such a step would so weaken the strength of Farman Farma that 
Salar-ed-Dowleh might he resuscitated and regain possession of the town. 

‘Ala-es-Sultanch also called my attention to the grave danger that might. result 

ipahdar's continued residence at Tehran, He should, he said, now proceed 
without delay to Tabrees antl take possession of his post there as Governor-General. 
Even if he did not lend himself personally to intrigues against, the Cabinet, his 
presence in the town would mako Kim a eeutro round which tho discontonted gould 
congregate. ‘This would be s constant cause of anxiety for the Government, moro 
spicy a it as known that hi had said that it won bo quite eary to pret, the

D The attention of the military attaché and mysolf was first drawn to, tho 
question by conversations, between Russian officers which wore overheard, and which 
aeeethorated the attitude of my colleague, who maintained to mo in conversation that 
the Solar-od-Dowleh must win, just as he had freely expressed his opinion in a similar 

Imay hore stato that, in the 
Opinion of Major Redland myself, our informants are reliable. ‘They have, bon 
trived so moro than, once, anc are entirely independent of ono another; and in former 
eioxs thelr information has been corroborated from other quarters, As Major Rod! is 
proceeding on leave in the course of a fow vwecks ho will bo ablo to give dotails about 
pivviaformants to the hore authorities, as it is of course desirable that our reasons for 
trusting them should be known. 

3, Shortly after hearing that the goneral and othor Russian ay also my

On the 7th June Entezamul-Mulk, formerly Governor of Yezd but now a 
reactionary, raided Ardistan, but, was dissuaded from plundering the town by the 
chiof priest, who bribed him with a mare and a Lebel rifle, According (0 latest 
roports, he is being followed up by a party of Government troops. 


Shiraz, 
Soulet-ed-Dowleh, since his defeat at the hands of the Arabs and Kashgais, has 


been a fugitive in the hilly country around Shiraz, Parties of his pursuers camo up 
with him twice last month, but he managed to escape on both occasions. 


During May further encroachments by Afghans into Persian territory were

WITH reference to your despatch No. 105 of the 5th instant upon the subject of 
the proposed railway from Mohammerah to Khoremabad, with a possible extonsion 
to Hamadan, Thave the honour to state that the newly reconstituted Cabinet now in 
office has been too recently formed for it to have been possible to ascertain their views 
upon the question of railway construction in Persia. 

It is true that the Rezent and the late Minister for Foreign A@airs had shown 
Ahomselves favourably disposed to tho iden ofa Tine joining the two abovernentioned 
places, and that the Russian Minister has expressed his personal opinion that there 
could be small objection to a prolongation of the projected railway to Hamadan, sinee 
such a continuation might provide a useful feeder for the contemplated Tehran— 
Khanikin line. -M, Poklewsky, however, when speaking to mo on the subject, said 
that this was only bis personal opinion, and that he was quite aware that sich a 
schieme might meet with strong opposition from Russian trade interests, 

Tn the course of a conversation with Vossouk-ed-Dowleh, then Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, on tho 2rd ulino, M. Pokleshy strongly supported say represent; 
tions in favour of the projected railway to Khoremabad, and atthe same time said 
that he was instructed to apply to the Persian Government for a concession for a 
railway from Julfa to Tabreez, with an extension to Lake Urmia, The capital, which 
was French, was ready for the construction of this line, which would bo built, wore the 
concession granted, under Russian auspices. 

Vossouk-ed-Dowleh adopted « most friendly attitude towards our proposals, and 
omised to submit them to the Regent and the Cabinet: Unfortunately, a prolonged 
Sabinet erisis occurred almost immediately, which has been the eauso of much delay 

in the discussion of railway and other matters of pressing importance. 

From a conversation with the agent of the Persian Railway Syndicato yesterday, 
T have gathered that the attitude of the Minister of Finance, with whom he had 
discussed the question, is friendly, but that his Excellency is of opinion that such a 
scheme would! require the sanction of a Medjliss, and that its best chance of success 
would be if it could be represented as a line boing constructed by the company for the 
Persian Government, 

My Russian colleague is not at all fayouratilo to the idea of a Medjliss, and is 
afraid atthe, prosent aaisiotraion wll wreck all up echornos intended! to further 
the development of the country if they are going to take refuge behind « National 
Assembl 

Twill roport further as soon as Thave had an occasion to ascertain the views of 
the Ala-o#-Sultanch, the new Minister for Foreign Affairs, and of somo of his colleagues 
as to the prospects of railway construction.

‘The strength of tho Abdouis was 180 on foot anid: 120 mounted. 

‘The fight on Kochalan Hill lasted seventeen hours, at, tho end of which time the 
Abdonis took flight. 

‘The Ottoman troops lost 2 killed, 6 wounded, and 5 captured, of whom 1 died 
at Kotur, 


Kochalan Hill is not marked on our map, but on the sketch which accompanied 
the report it was shown well on the Turkish side of the frontier 

On the 28th May the troops who had taken part in the seventecn hours’ fight bein, 
exhausted (this reason doos not soem a very sound one after the lapse. and 
owing to news that the Abdoui leaders hnd helda meeting at Maku, and were expecting 
anew supply of ammunition, a, renewed attack being expected, orders wore given for 
the dispatch of the following reinforcements: from Archag, 40 men to Kasha and 
30 to Kanisbi (south of Kashgoul) ; from Serai, 140 men to the plateau of Heratil; 
total reinforcements, 210 men, 

‘The local Government here was informed that protests had been made on the 
ground, ist that Kotur had been oceupied by Turkish troops, and subseq cathy with 
the modified ground of complaint that troops with artillery were on the march 
to Kotur. 

‘Tho result of enquiries here maile from all available sources (loos not furnish, the 
slightest grounds for either accusation, Russian agents persist in stating tat thero 
are two mountain-guns at Maana and four machine-guns at Chari, Tam quite 
convinced that neither exist, though absolute proof is of course not obtainuble,

T AM directed by Secretary Sir E. Groy to acknowledge thy receipt of your letter 
of the 4th insta ni enclose a copy of a telegram of the same ‘dato from 
the British rosident in the Persian Gulf respecting the position of Hawizeh and the 
Tine of the ‘T'urco-Persian frontier, as locally observed, in that region. 

T am to state that, in view of the great importance attached by the Russian 
Government to early progress in the work of the Turco:Persian Frontier Commission 
at Constantinople, it is, in Sir E. Grey's opinion, impracticable to postpone further 
action tntil the receipt of Lieutenant Wilson's survey in London on the 27th July. 

He has accordingly decided to present tho ‘Turkish Government with a map of tho 
frontier claimed by His Majesty's Government on behalf of Porsia at. the earliest 
possible moment; and, ou this map, the most westerly of tho two lines. indicated 
Lieutenant Wilson (in the telegram of the Ath July from Sir P. Cox) will bo marked, 
in order that, if necessary, His Majesty's Government may have something to concede 
to Turkey in the course of negotiations, 

Sir E. Grey will be glad to learn if the Secretary of State for India concurs in 
this mode of procedure, and he would be glad to receive a reply at the earliest possible 
moment. 

The draft of the memorandum about the Mohammerah frontier, which it is 
Proposed, after consultation with the Russian Government, to communicate to ‘Turkey, 
will be furnished to your department in the course of a fevr days.

2, When Amiri-Azam, in December last, came to Kerman as Governor-General he 
was accompanied by Mirza Hussein Khan who had formerly been chief of police in 
Kerman, and was returning with a view to being reinstated in that appointment, for 
which, I understand, he hnd been recommended to Amir-i-Azam by the Minister of 
the Interior, Ttwas discovered, however, that he had made so many enemies in the 
town during his previous tenure of the appointment, that it was undesirable to reinstate 
him, and he remained for a short time without definite employment until ha wax 
appointed Governer of Bam. ‘Tho people of Bam, having heard’ of his violenee and 
rapacity, telegraphed to the Governor-General protesting agaiust_ tho appointment, 
which was concalled in consequence of the protest: Mirza Hussein Khan wee, however, 
sent to Bam asa mamur,” or deputy, of the Governor-General to roatore onder in the 
town and its neighbourhood.

2. We would invite your Lordship's attention to the socret despatch from 
Lord Minto's Government, dated tho 7th Ootober, 1999, in which, in. view 
of the menace to British interests which German competition, commorcinl and 
political, constitutes in the Persian Gulf, the Government of Tndia supported the 
Dolitical resident in his advocacy of the grant of somo form of Stato aid to British and 
Indian firms trading in that region, and referred forthe consideration of His Majosty's 
Government a proposal for subsidising British shipping, We are not aware of the 
alecision arrived at on this question. 

3, In their memorandum under consideration, the Board of Trade conclude that, 
from the commercial standpoint, no case has been shown for intervention by His 
Majesty’s Government, even if some useful form of it, on purely commercial lines, 
could bo devised.

occupied and cultivated by tribes belonging to it, and paying revenue to Persin, 

3, That, on the above premises, the houndary locally: recognised ix that shown 
by a green line on map No.1. It will be noticed that the line (which is formed hy, 
the edge of the marsh, and is thus a natural frontier), after crossing the Ghor-el-A zen 
eventually euts th thannel of the marsh just west of Shu'aib, continues in 
southerly direction until it reaches a point due west of Kuskh-i Basti it breaks 
ack to that place, and then proceeds direct to the Shatt-ol-Arab at Di'ajji, +The reason 
why Kuskh--Basri is recognised as an angle of the boundary is referable to the 
existence of a winter lake of rain water at Yafairy the limit of cultivation and 
occupation by tribesmen under Hawizeh in this direction is regulated by the distance 
from their water eupply (Yatair), at whieh Mey oon anfsly dwell ond keep their flocks,

His Majesty's Government, being in possession of preciso and trustworthy 
information regarding the frontier of Hawizeh, havo no occasion to. appeal to moro 
uncertain authorities, but they think it is not without interest to recall to the Imperial 
Ottoman Government that Dervish Pasha, whoso estimates of ‘Turkish clains wore 
not usually marked by excessive moderation, admits in Chapter XIIL of his book 
(printed in Constantinople in 1868), "that it would be hardly right” for the Ottoman 
Government to lay claim to the country of Hayizeh, though, in the subsequent chapter, 
his Excellency expresses tho view that it “might bo useful” for Turkey to chain it as 
4 pretext. for proposing something elee, viz., that the Kerkha should be adopted ax 
the boundary above Sheria, 

Coming now to tho neighbourhood of the Shatt-el-Arab, the frontier ws locally 
‘observed enters the Khaiyin Canal (which is the name of the channel rmnning from

as locally observed has not been questioned by the Turkish authorities, who, on 
the contrary, many years ago had actually buried some coal in a pit, as a permanent 
Toundary mark; and it further appears that the periodical cleaning of the Nahr 
Khaiyin bas always been undertaken by Persian subjects under the orders of the Sheikh 
of Mobammerah, whilst the cleaning of the Di'aiji Canal has beon carried out 
exclusively under the orders of the Turl mudirs. 

‘Tho local inhabitants moreover draw a, very clear line of distinction between 
the position of the Sheikh of Mohammerah in, for instance, the islands. of Akuwat, 
Barin or Bowarin, Shamshamiyah, and Umm-ut-Tuwailch, of the greater part of 
which he is merely proprietor, and his position on the Persian side of the locally 
recognised boundary. 

‘om the point where the locally observed frontier leaves the Khaiyin Canal 
and, opposite the Nabr Nazaileh, enters the main channel of the Shattcl-Arab it follows 
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the medium filum aque of the Shatt-el-Arab down to the Persian Gulf. (See maps: 
Nos. 3 and 4.) 

‘This line of demarcation is in accordance with the general presumption that, 
where a navigable river forms the boundary of conterminous States, the middle of 
the channel or ‘“thalweg” is the actual line of separation between those two States, 

Such a presumption may, however, be swept away, either by proof of prior 
oceupancy and long undisturbed possession on the part of one of the two States, or 
by express treaty stipulation. 

‘he records of the past 300 years, as contained in the official archives of the East. 
India Company and of His Majesty's Government, are far from supporting any claim 
on the part of Turkey to “prior occupancy and long undisturbed possession” of the 
Shatt-cl-Arab; while no express stipulation is contained in the Treaty of Brzeroum 
(1847) as to the ownership of the river. 

If, therefore, His Majesty's Government had strict regard either to purely local 
considerations or to the letter of the treaties, they would not hesitate to press for 
the frontier as locally recognised along its whole length from Hawizeh to the 
Persian Gulf, But they prefer to look at the negotiations in which they are now 
engaged as a whole, and are sincerely anxious to arrive at an arrangement which both: 
parties can accept’ cx animo, and which, by removing all points of grievance and 
friction not only between themselves, but also between the Sublime Porte and the 
Sheikh of Mobammerah, will place the relations of all concerned on a thoroughly 
satisfactory footing. Provided, therefore, the Turkish Government will accept the 
fronticr status quo as already indicated from the neighbourhood of Hawizeh to the 
point whore the Khaiyin Canal and the Nabr Nazaileh enter the Shatt-el-Arab, then. 
His Majesty’s Government are prepared to use their influence with the Persian Govern- 
ment and the Sheikh of Mohammerah to induce them to recognise Turkish sovereignty 
over the whole waterway of the Shatt-el-Arab, subject to the following conditions -—

Roads. 


SNOW which lay deep all over the province during the earlier part of January, 
and a spell of abnormally severe cold at the end of the month, wnded. to” impeds 
transport and retard posts on nearly alll the roads, but at the same time drove the 
tribesmen off them, thus securing a respite from robberies, 

With the abatement of the cold at the beginning of February transport conditions, 
more especially towards the north, improved, but robbere began to reappear onthe 
Shiraz road rendering large escorts necessary for caravans, ‘The improvement on the 
‘Tehran, Yezd, and Hamadan roads was maintained throughout February, but. the 
continued presence of robbers on the Shiraz road and the blockage of the Ahwaz road 
by snow tended to deprive Ispahan of all supplies from the south. 

At tho beginning of Match the condition of the Shirwz road became deplorable, 
and continued so till the end of the month, ‘The Hamadan roxd was for a_ time 
declared unsafe, and the Tehran roads were not altogether free from incidents, 
‘Towards the end of the quarter the material condition of the Ahwaz road began to 
improve. 

_, Othe 10th February Major Carl Petersen, instructor, w Swedish oficor charged

Th the first week of January local traders, encouraged by the temporary immunity 
of the road from robbers—the result of the severe weather conditions—dispatched 
Soveral caravans to Shiraz for supplies of groceries.

March of caravans, anid to. numbor 600 to, 700 head of transport, which come up 
fiom Shiraz immediately in the wake of a British consular officer, (Mr. Knox) and 
under the pe Dy the special escort provided for him by the Persian 
authorities. 


‘Tehran Road. 


At the boginning of January, owing partly to heavy suows, partly to, the Jack of 
horas atthe poat-honses, Tpaten, was puetially cut oft from ‘communication with 
‘Mehran except by telegraph. A protest was made by the Russian and British consulates 
to their respective legations regarding the continued interruption of postal communication

‘A change in tho weather and the appoiatment of Naib Hussein to the governorship 
of Natanz stimulated traffic and heartened the authorities to replace post-horses on the 
‘Kashan-Ispaban tract. 

Throughout the remainder of February and th fst half of Mawvh th road yas in 
fairly good condition, earavan traffic normal, and postal communications improved. A 
robbery which occurred on the 17th March near Gandiabad on the caravan road to 
Tehran, when eight loads of merchandise property of the Russian Banque des Prots 
were carried off and reports of excesses by parties of Bakbtiaries on the postal road in 
the neighbourhood of Kum, caused a falling off in traffic and some disonganisation of 
postal service during the latter half of March, 


Yexd Road, 


Throughout January this road was reported safe, but weather conditions reduced 
caravan traifie to u minimum and retarded the posts, 
With a change in the weather at the beginning of February caravans began to ply 
freely, and posts to arrive more rapidly. ‘The road throughout the month was reputed 
fe, but a small caravan which arrived from Yezd on the 2nd March reported that it 
ad been attacked between Nain and Nou Guimbaz by a band of thirty or forty Baseris, 
who, however, were beaten off by the guards escorting the caravan. 
During March caravans, posts, and travellers passed over the road without 
, but towards the end of the month there were rumours of robbers ab 
te. 
ig caravans during the last: weok of March dropped their loads and took up 
others for Yerd a stage or two outside the town to avoid selzure of the pack-animals by 
the Governor-General for transport of grain from Chahar Mahal to Tspahin, 


Sultanabad-Kermanshak-Hamadan Roads, 


‘These roads thronghout January were safe, In spite of vory heavy snow and 


severe cold caravans atid travellers continued to pass over them in both 
the close of the month when the increase of cold checked traffic. A caravan returning 
empty from Khomai was robbed of money between Tiran and Nejefibad ou the 
30th January. 

With the change in the weather at the beginning of February traffic somewhat 
revived, From the 18th to the 28rd February there were large arrivals of merchandise 
from Hamadan, and in a lesser degeee from Kermaushah, From then till about the 
middle of March traffic was maintained, but a warning telegram from Hamadan, and 
the robbery-on the L4th March close to Gulpaigan of the Sultanabad post, caused an 
interruption of caravan trafic. Further reports of the excesses of Salar-ul-Dowleh's 


followers in the Kermanshah and neighbo triots reduced it to nil before the end

He has had 
to buy his own appointment, and he must find the wherewithal to pay for it, ‘The 
governor of Jabalbariz: richly the punishment inflicted on'bimn, but T fear 
the fine has not been credited, as it should have been, to the public revenues, It 
must, however, be remembered that every Persian official, from the highest to the 
lowest expeets to make his“ madakbil” or perquisites, and that all speak openly and 
shamelessly of the pay of such a post being so much and its perquisites so much, If 
the Persian Government believes that this practice will be eradicated in a generation, 
it isin the position of the expectant rustic; and if it desires its eradication, which is 
improbable, it is its duty to set a good example.

WITH roferenes to my deapateh No, 126 of the 18th ultimo, Thave the lionour to 
ruport that an arrangement has now been practically concluded by which Sardar Jang 
has been put in control of the Ispahan-Ahwaz. road and the entire Baklitinri country, 
A son of the Samsam-es-Sultaneh, the actual Prime Minister, has been, associated with 
Sardar Jang to nominally safeguard the interests of the other branch of the family, but 
hoi to occupy a subordinate position, ad can be dismined found uneatifaotry. A 
firman signed by the four leading khans has been given to Sardar Jang, conferring upon 
him very full powers and fixing the duration of his mission at five years. He will also 
be Governor of Behbehan, and have control over the Kuhgelouis, who ary chiefly 
responsible for the mids on the road, ‘The 8,000, that are required by the khans for 
the financing of Sardar Jang’s mission have been advanced by the Imperial Bank of 
Persia as a loan, seoured on the khans’ shares in the Bulkhtiati Oil Company, 

Sardar Jang has by no means an easy task before him, as the younger khaus, who 
have remained with the tribes, are very out of hand, and threaten not to obey him, 
They are jealous of the fact that their elders are filling their pockets whilst in enjoy- 
meiit of lucrative Government posts at Tehran and the provinces whilst they are 
earning a doubtfal living in the mountains. ‘They are in possession of four guns, bub 
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Sardar Jang appears to anticipate little real resistance on their patt provided the 
Government sapply hima with one gun, T am sending them a strong message through 
His Majesty's consul-general at Ispahan, ordering them to behave themselves and 
submit to Sardar Jang. ‘This Thave done at the request of the khans here, who say 
that they will pay attention to the orders of the British Minister, although they would 
snap their fingers ut the commands of the Persian Government, ‘This denotes a strange 
state of affairs when it is remembered that one of the khans is Prime Minister. I have 
also instructed Captain Grey to accompany Sardar Jang on the road, as his. presence 
‘nay bo useful to him, and Ne will thur bein elo touch with the’ moat important 
Balthtiari leader as far as concerns British trade interests, 

Thave great hopes that the mission of Sardar Jang, who is an energetic and able 
man, unfortunately much addicted, like many Persians, to opiuin smoking, may prove a 
eal success, and nay result in the re-establishment of order and security on the road, but 
Porsians aro apt to disappoint, and the fair promises made in ‘Tehran may be forgotten 
or blown away on tho Beehtiae! mountains 

In order to secure the services of Sardar Jang on the Bakhtiari road, T have 
agreed to tho appointment of his elder brother, Amir Mufikham, as Governor of 

nan, T have reason to hope that he will prove a. good aud capable governor, 
who will restore order in that troubled provines. He has a reputation for being as 
rapacious ns all the Bakhtin, Ut ho: has shown hinwelf-n capable administrator 
T have impressed upon him the importance of the post he is about to coup frm 
tho point of view of British interests, and T have told him that I expect him to 
keep the road to, Bunder Abbas ope five from robbers, He is a tnan of few 
words but of considerable resolution, and the assuranices he has given me have been of 
the most sitistictory nature, 

If these two brothers act up to their promises they may be able to render valuable 
sugsistance to Mukhber-es-Sultaneh at Shiraz, as the marauding tribes with which they 
will have to deal on each side of Fars extend their fields of operation into that 
province,

not perpetuate the territorial status quo of 1847, His Majesty's Government presume 
that the Russian Government. have not overlooked the Anglo-Russian joint note of 
10th August, 1849, to the Porte, in the last sentence of which the ‘Turkish inter 
pretation was virtually upheld, 

As to the Shatt-el-Arab, His Majesty's Government are only prepared to recognise 
Turkish rights over the waterway, and that only on certain conditions; they arm nob 
prepared to reooguise Turkish “exclusive tights all along the river.” As Hin Majesty's 
Hovernment are now negotiating direct with Turkey on this subject, they woul much 
prefer that no Che made by the Persian delogates about it at present,

Unless some concessions aro made to Turkey on other parts of the frontier, sho is 
unlikely to waive appeal to The Hague ; there are no doubt, objections to concessions ab 
Zoliab, but they seom less than elsewhere.

I AM directed by the Secretary of State for India to acknowledge the sipt of 
your etter of the Gth instant regarding the retention of the Indian cavalry regiment at 
Shiraz. 

The Marquess of Crewe notes that the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs is in 
favour of the withdrawal of the regiment, if possible, in October, and he is 
prepared to take any measures for the re-establishment of British prestige that may be 
practicable without the despatch of a force into the interior. ‘The views of the 
Government of India will be invited on the latter question. In the meantime | am to 
observe that it is by no means certain that it will be possible to effect the withdrawal 
ot the regiment without the despatch of such a force as was contemplated in Jannary 
jast. 

It will be remembered that a detachment of 100 men is at Ispahan, and that this 
very small force has first of all to be withdrawn to Shiraz through a disturbed country 
—ain operation certain to be dangerous unless a considerable supporting force is at 
hand, Again, the disastrous defeat of the Swedish gendarmerie reported in Sir W. 
Nownley's telegram of the Gth August, whatever its ultimate effect on the security of 
Fars, will, in Lord Crewe’s opinion, have the immediate effect of confirming the 
tribesmen in their belief in their own invincibility, and therefore of increasing the 
danger of an attack on the regiment between Shiraz and Bushire. Further, it appears 
from Mr. Consul Smart’s despatch No. 9 of the 23rd May, that so far as he has been 
able to keep the road open at all, it is only by enlisting the support of the very chiefs: 
who were responsible for the attack in December; but it would be an impossible 
avowal of weakness to negotiate with these same persons for the safe conduct of the 

ziment which they claim to have defeated. 

‘hese considerations will doubtless be present to the minds of Colonel Douglas 
and Mr, Smart, who will doubtless be consulted in good time, and Lord Crewe does

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not suggest them now as arguments against withdrawal—which he himself relactan 
proposed in my letter of the 22nd July—hut merely a8 a eareat against the supposit 
that withdrawal is in itself a simple operation, or that it is necessarily an alternative to 
the despatch of a force into the interior. 

As regards the proposal to subsidise the Governor-General of Fars instead of the 
Central Government, Tam to say that the effective expenditure of the money appears 
more likely to be achieved in this than in any other way. But it will presumably be 
necessary’ to consider the position of the Central Government and especially of the 
treasurer-general._If, a8 there is some reason to suppose, the delay in the departure 
of the new or-General for Shiraz lias been due to the unwillingness of M. Mornard 
to supply him with funds, it may be taken as certain that that official will resist to the 
uttermost any atteimpt to finance hin direct,* and may possibly have the support of 
the Russian Government in so doing. While the Contral Government, if consulted 
heforshand, may feol a difficulty in admitting thetr powerlessness, and, if not consulted, 
will repeat the protest which they inade in March last, when, after Lord Hardinge's 
speech in the Legi t was found necessary to give them the assurances 
contained in Sir E. Grey's telegram f the 2nd April, Lord Crewe would

6 miles south-west of the position (latitude 31° 21° 27", longitude 48° 40° 47’) 
assigned to it by the latest Survey of India maps, thus altering considerably its position 
relative to Hawizeh. 

The result of the triangulation by plane table, and of the astonomical observations, 
was to confirm the accuracy of the commissioners’ determination of the position of 
Hawizeh.

Persia as distinct froin their own tribal limits :-— 


(1.) That the Turks have never advanced beyond the line of the Dawairij, and have 

been careful to build tueir fort, referred to above, on the west bank, and that their 

roposals to strengthen the frontier posts do not include the establishment of any posts 
teyoa this line. 

(2), That the lands of the Dawairij main stream have never been cultivated by 
‘Turkish tribes, except for a brief period many years ago, when the Bani Lam fled from 
‘Turkish territory and camped there. 

( .) T was informed by one Mulla Alwan, clerk of Sheikh Asi of the Bani Turuf, 
and formerly a writer on the head office of the Turkish district of Dawairij, that he 
himself had seen the official Turkish kharita which gave the Dawairij as the boundary 
between Turkey and Persia. 

(4.) Twas informed by the shiekhs that since the breaking of the dam on the 
Karkheh at Kut Hawashim (in 1837 %) the silt of the river, which had previously been 
spread over the lands in the neighbourhood of Hawizeh, had been deposited very 
rapidly on either side of the river and in the marshes which the Bani Turuf inhabit, 
with the result that thei e-fields have extended considerably westwards, and 
continue to do so every year, ‘They urged that in order to retain for Persia the natural 
acoretions of land, and to avoid « laud frontier with Turkey, to which they had the 
strongest practical objections, it was essential that the frontier should run through 
the middle of the marsh to the old main stréam of the Dawai the portion of the 
frontier immediately north of the marsh was, they said, etibally uninhabitable, and 
therefore unlikely to be a cause of friction with the Turkish authorities, 


Observations on the spot, « comparison of the present state of things with that. 
shown on the ers’ map of 1851, and my previous enquiries in 1909 and 1910 
into the question of irrigation from the Kurkheh tend to confirm the correctness of 
the above vi The Karkheh is heavily laden with silt, more so, I believe, than 
any other river in Arabistan, and since the dam has been broken has deposited all 
its silt in the marshes instead of spreading it over the broad plains around Hawizeh, 

8. The position, therefore, would appear to be that whilst for the purposes of the 
present time the adoption of the frontier as locally observed by Persian tribes (Umm 
Chix) would cause no great inconvenience to the Persian Government or to the Sheikh 
of Mohammerah, a per: ally isfuctory settlement can only be arrived at by the 
idoption of the boundary as locally observed by Turkey (Ghor Mubaisin and the 
Dawairij), which has the f being a aed rontier-line, not liable to 
disturbance by silt or otherwis passing for practically the whole of its length from 
the Shatt-el-Arab to Pusht-i-Koh, whether through uninhabitable marshes or 
uninhabitable deserts, thus rendering collisions between the tribes on either side of the 
border unlikely ; this, in view of the religious hostility that exists between them, is of 
considerable importance. 

‘The adoption of any frontier east of that locally recognised by Persian tribes would 
appear to be Snub by anything in the present condition or past history of the 
frontier, and to be most strongly to be deprecated.

Diary from June 21 to July 3, 1912. 


ON the 2ist June T left Mohammerah en route for Ahwaz in company with 
Lieutenant H. Digby Beste, R.LM., after waiting dix days for the steam-ship 
“Malamir,” which had been under repair at Bussorah. We arrived at Ahwaz on the

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22nd June and left for the Tureo-Persian frontier on the 24th at 9 ar, a dust-storm 
having prevented our crossing the river earlier, 

The Karkheh was struck at Kut Hawashim Atik at daybreak the next day, anda 
halt made till the afternoon, when we moved on to Kut Seyyid Ali, some & miles down. 
stream, a start being made at this point with plane table triangulation. Kut Seyyid 
All is a community of seyyida living on the north bank of the Karkleh practically 
indopendent of the Bani Toru, and eubject to the rule of the Sheikl ot weber 

On the 26th at daybreak we left for Khafijich, the head-quarters of Sheikh 
chief of the Bani Turf’; the track lay parallel with the Karkheh, across low-lvin 
ground intersected with canals, some of them 4 feet deep, watering extensive rice-fel.

If there is serious reason to suppose that the Persian Government may make the 
couclusion of such an agreement an excuse for refusing the Mohammerah-Khorremabad 
railway concession, the Marquess of Crewo would suggest that the agreement should 
bo opposed, by His Majesty's Government. Apart from that possibility he finds it 
somewhat dificult to reconcile Messrs. Lynch's proposal (if made independently) with 
their membership of the Persian Railways Syndicate, article 3 of whose draft contract 
prohibits the grant of a concession for ‘any’ parallel or competing organised systam of 
mechanical transport within a zone of 60 kilom.” of the railway. His Lordship would 
therefore suggest that the syndicate should be informed of the proposal, and their 
views bo ascertained. 

‘The practicability of a cart-road and of motor traction is referred to in Part V of 
Lioutenant Wilson's report on the proposed railvvay (“astern Department, Secret 
Sories,” the 21st August, 1911, section 4, pp. 20 and 30). 

By tho words “a new concession” Lord Crewe understands Sir B, Grey to mean 
‘a concession other than the Khorremabad Railway, which it is hoped to extend into 
tho Russian sphere, with the approval of the Russian Government. On that under- 
standing he agrees that His Majesty's Government should not support the present

1 VENTURE to supplement my telegram No. 280 of the 10th instant by 
submitting to you some reasons which Toad mo to belioeo that the sexes by Persia to 
Turkey of the Kusy-iShirin districts would benefit the Auglo-Persian Oil Syndicate, 
which possesses wells situated in that district, 

‘Tho first and most obvious advantage would be that of increased security. ‘The 
Government of Turkey, as we are but too well aware, is far from maintaining an ideal 
tranquillity even in more accessible places than Kast-i-Shirin ; but, at all eventa, it is 
immeasurably moro powerful than that of Persia; and, when its own intereste Ge 
aullciont pressuro from outside requires, it would be quite capable of ‘giving adequate 
Protection to the company's property aud emplovés. Again, the company ts already 
doing « sulticiently remunerative business with Bagdad, so I gather from some recon 
reports of Mr. Lorimer, to. make it worth whilo to bring out more plant, aud it seems 
probable that when the artificial barrier of the frontier and the aggravating obstruc. 
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tiveness of the frontier officials are removed, the trade with Bagdad should increase 
still further. Ttis not likely, however, that the syndicate could over reap any really 
considerable profits from this market, as the oil is unrefined, and the demand for it in 
that state could never be very large.” But if, a8 a condition of the cession, we could 
obtain for the syndicate the right to lay a pipe line to Bagdad or some other more 
convenient spot a very much wider field is opened. ‘The great obstacle to the 
development of the Kast-iShirin oilfield has been tho impossibility of laying a pipe 
line through Persia on account of the wild and lawless character of the inhabitants of 
the districts to be traversed, and the Porte has always opposed the lay of a line 
across tho frontier, But with a pipe line to Bagdad or elsewhere the Kasi-i-Shivin 
wells would be brought into communication with navigable waters leading to the 
syndicate’s refinery on Abadan Island.

‘This, however, is looking far ahead, and there are other and miore immediate 
considerations which I think descrvesttontion. One of the objects held in view by tho 
framers of the existing mining law of ‘Turkey was to prevent the sequistion of lange 
tracts of country for speculative persons who had no intention of developing tho 
properties themselves, and. in the case of mines of copper, iron, &e,, which cover no 
considerable area, the object was legitimate and salutary ; but in practico the lavr has 
proved a great obstacle to the exploitation of the oil-ficlds in this couitry, where for 
profitable working it is essential that very large areas be held, and this under tho 
mining law as it stands can only bo secured with great difficulty aud ata prohibitive 
cost, With its Persian concession confirmed to it, the Anglo-Porsian Oil Syndicate 
would, besides being the first in the field, be untrammelled by thoso restrictions, and 
would thus have a considerable advantago over possible competitors, such as, for 
instance, the Bagdad Railway Company, whoso mining rights under tho original 
concession aro specifically subject to tho: observance of the mining law. ‘This Was, 
however, presumably not the case with the Anatolian Railivay Company, which, ay 
reported in my telogram above referred to, maintains that it possesses preference tights 
for the working of the oil-ields of Mosul and Bagdad vilayets under a convention

This company derives its rights from a concession granted by Persia, and i 
itis carrying on business and working tho oil in territory which passes into ‘Turk 
possession upon the footing that Persia has no title to that territory, there will be a risk 
that the concession may be held to have ceased to operate in stich torritory, Persia, 
had no right to grant such a concession except in respect of her own territory, and if 
Kasr-i-Shirin passes to Turkey upon the footing that it was not Persian, it passes upon 
the footing that Persia had no right to grant such @ concession, and the concession is 
therefore bad, ‘This is what might happen if there is an arbitration and Zohab is 
awarded to Turkey. 

The upshot is, think, that if an arrangement can be made as to the Zohiab 
frontier by agreement, 4 saving of the rights of tho al company abould bo inserted in 
the document in which tho agreement is embodied, By itself this might not exclude 
the Anatolian Railway Company’s claim, but probably some means could be found of

On arrival at Khanikin 
of the cart, our agent was sent for by the governor, who informed him that in future 
no carts would be allowed to pass over our road, which he intended to close to us, 
On the agent making strong representations that ‘such a step would not only hinder 
but stop our work, besides entting off our food supplies, he consented to permit one 
cart (that ho should mark) to make one journey one way per day. ‘The cart thon in 
ha therefore sent back, our agent having secured a writin permit. At tho 
ain stopped our east, but.on the ma ing his order again 
allowed him to proceod. Next day a cart from Bagdad arrived, while the ori 
again came to Khanikis, thus malking two company's carts in Khanikin. his was the 
2ith June. As the Bagdad load was important, and the other cart had come in to 
meet me on my arti Bagdad, the load went on without a pass, and, though 
stopped, the driver, by exercise of his wits, succeeded in getting away, ‘The samo 
morning U arrived, and, desiring to proceed immediately, ordered the waiting cart to 
er weigh. ‘The agent informed me that by the new rexulation the ‘Turks would 
‘one cart had already: gone that day, Having satislied myself that,

Lorimer then wrote me a letter, which I received on the 7th duly, the tone of 
which was so strong that Twas forced to leave. Matters at home in the, meantime 
improved, At Khanikin I found that a commission had been sent from Bagdad: to 
investigate the affair of firing and examine the ground, &e. ‘The oflicor had been 
removed from the fort aud some soldiers changed. ‘This commission called upon 
me and desired me to terminate tho affair, but, as Mr Lorimer had appeared to 
jer the question so serious, I refused to discuss it, and passed on to Bagdad, 
reaching there the next morning. Meanwhile the prohibition on transport had been 
removed, 
On arrival at Bagdad Mr. Lorimer said that he considered the firing affai 
‘part from the fact that I had been in imminent danger, the incident 
was one which he could not pass over without representations to the Ambassador in 
Constantinople, which he had made. Accordingly, failure on my part to come down 
nd support the ease would have left him in an aikward position, Furthermore, he 
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informed me, the Turks had actually intended to close all but four roads over the 
frontier, and our road was among those to be closed. ‘This, of course, I had not 
nown, and my action, therefore, in refusing to discuss the matter with the local 
governor was most fortunate, as he, knowing that I was not aware of, the pending total 
Glosure could haye damaged our name and caused us great loss without my having 
the means to prevent it; equally with the firing incident, which I had done well to 
refuse to discuss. 

‘he Vali of Bagdad was very perturbed about this latter affair, and finding this to 
be the case, and acting upon his desire for some reparation, with Mr. Lorimer’s assist 
ance we have been able to get the concession that our road shall remain open 
pormanently “as an act of friendship.” We have thus been enabled to avoid an 
outlay of some 2002. which it would have cost to put the alternative (pilgrim) road in 
cart order, As the company have thus naturally benefited by these incidents I have 
refrained from pressing for more satisfaction regarding the matter of firing on myself, 
fearing to raise a spirit of opposition to the company, which might subsequently take 
shape in some vindictiveness, to which the ‘Turks are very addicted when they have 
the opportunity. 

Had it not been for this consideration I think T should have been within my 
rights in demanding some very substantial satisfaction for such an act, which, as the 
‘vali himself has admitted, was the outeome of a deliberate intention to wound or kill, 
the manner of firing leaving no doubt on this point. 

Our agent in Khanikin, a Jew, has assisted very materially in combating the 
Governor of Khanikin in the matter of the carts, and at considerable risk to himself, 
as he is a Turkish subject; and as his commissions will shortly cease, and he performs 
duties for us for nothing which formerly wero carried out by a highly-paid man, 
I propose to make him monthly a small wage, which we munil envanbyeiientagarst 
securing a continuance of his services.

Copy of Letter sent to British Resident, Bagdad, from Chia Surkh, dated 
26th June, 1912. 
Sir, 

I HAVE the honour to report to you that yesterday, while passing along a 
well-frequented road leading past the ‘Tor! fort to the Persian frontier at 
Haosh Kuri, L was fired upon by the ‘Turkish soldiers at the fort, The time of the 
morning was about) o'clock, and as the sun was full upon me the Turks cannot have 
failed to distinguish who was passing. Even they mistaken me for a native their 
subsequent action is very peculiar, Lwas accompanied by one servant on a mule, and 
proceciling to this place at a slow canter when fired upon, As the bullet knocked up 
the dust a little way ahead and no one else was in the vicinity, it was obvious that 
T was their object. I therefore 1 immediately towards the fort and rode slowly 
towards it, desiring an explanation. Two horsemen at the same moment left the fort 
and proceeded to right and left of me, while from the fort, despite the fact that I was 
obviously unarmed and had no intention of escaping, some thirty shots were fired, 
even after I was within hail and shouted to them. 

‘Tho horseman having passed me, returned, and, coming up with me, foreed me to 
dismount with considerable abuse, though they knew who I was, and at the same time 
they seized the headgear of my servant. L was then walked to the fort, where the 
individual in command was very rude, and threatened to send me back to Khanikin 

scort. He offered no explanation of why he had fired, but stated that they had 

¥y right to stop ine for cantering—a thing he could easily have done by sending out 

44 man to meet me, as I was within sight for a mile before they fired. IT was unable to 

recover servant's headgear. ‘This incident, combined with the fact that the 

same man, under orders from the local governor at Khanikin, has been threatening to 

confiscate any cart, together with its luggage, that shall pass the fort without a written 

order, is most seriously detrimental to the interests of both the British and the Anglo-

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His Excellency called on me on the afternoon of the 23rd, and gaye me an account 
of what had passed between him and Gabriel Effendi. He had explained at some 
Jongth that Russian interests did not admit of any departure from the status quo before 
the Turkish encroachments began in 1905, and that the Russian Government had 
therefore decided that the protection of those interests could be best secured by direct 
negotiation with the Porte. ‘The language he had used, while friendly and moderate, 
had been very firm, and he had given Gabriel Effendi to understand quite clearly that 
Russia would not aecept anything less than the recognition of the 1905 frontier. He 
had added that the Russian Government, who were acquainted with the'siinilar course 
that was being pursued by Great Britain as regards the Mohammerah-Howizeh line, 
ashore she had special interests, would givo their support to His Majesty's Embassy in 
pressing the acceptance of their requirements on the Porte, and he hoped that T would 
take an early opportunity of imapressing on the Minister for Foreign Affairs that Russia 
could equally count on our assistance, I said that it was understood that the two 
Powers would mutually support each other in this question, and I would speak to 
Gabriel Effendi in tho sense desired when Tsay him wext, 

M. de Giers continued that Gabriel Efendi had offered no observations on his 
comminication beyond remarking that the note and memorandum were rather long 
and must be studied at leisure; it was, however, a good sign that the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs had made no allusion to the Hague Arbitration ‘Tribunal. 

T observed that as the Russian Government intended to insist absolutely on the 
1905 frontier in the north, and His Majesty's Government were, as understood, equally 
firmly determined to admit no variation from tho line laid down in the imap of the 
18th July lasts there was no room for negotiation on these parts of the frontier to this 
M. de Giors assented, and urged the importance of losing no time in urging on the 
Porte tho aceoptance of our requirements, 80 as to leave timo to find a settlement of the 
yomaining part of tho frontier before the 25th October next, when the work of the 
‘Purco-Persian commission will terminate.

‘The Swadish scheme bas clearly eft i out of werous calculation up to no 
regards the fature, one can hardly hope, in view of the severe set-back just experienced 
by Major Siefvert and his party, that it will be possible to take the gendarmerie into 
serious account for a long time to come, if indeed it has not already received its death: 
blow, In the meanwhile the long-suffering community of untive merchants, despairing 
of receiving any effective help on the Kazerun route either from ourselves or their own 
Goveroront, bave begun to fur thee attention to the peability of making nrrange- 
ments for the use of some other route to Shiraz, as they have done before; and a few 
days ago, previous to the news ofthe recent collision between the yendarmerie and the 
adherents of the Soulet-ed-Dowleh, T was informed that they wore on the point of 
negotiating with that chief for the use of the Firuzabad route, 

In this connection I would explain that in the past it has always been the poliey of 
this consulate-general to endeavour locally to insist. as far as possible on adherence to 
the recognised highway, that is, in this case, the telegraph route vil Kazorun, from the 
mere fict that it has the advantage of caravanserais and telegraph stations «n route, aud 
to urge His Majesty's Minister to argue vis-d-vie the Persian Government, that the

We have, however, been driven before now, by pressure or independent: tion on

__IN a reoont despatch No. 9, dated the 28rd May, 1912, His, Majesty's consul, 
Shira, roviews the situation in Fars and the coiition of asin on the Shinie-Bushito 
road 
jun, hg, Subest of trahdari™ and it fadamental importance at the present 
Juncture, Mrz. Sinatt’s review is notably silent, yet when the question ik carefully 
‘analysed, there can be little doubt that * rahdari” and its prevention must be taken 
in hand before the restoration of order, either by the Persian gendarmerie or by our 
own troops. “Rahdari” is, in fact, the governing factor in the, existing sittintion 
along the tad, and our hand are bind to before to action in roan to i, sooce 
fer, 
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Te may be convenient to record the resent history of the levy, 

‘ Rabdari” existed previous to 1900 in the form of small tolls of a few shahis on 
caravans, levied almost entirely of the lower part of the road only, and al a few eontres 
such ag Borazjun: the toll was taken spasmodieally, and by no means regularly, by the 
local khans af the stages, and payment of it entitled caravans to night watehiwen, and 
to un escort of a few riflemen as far as the next stage. It is importaut to note’ that 
up to 1900 the sedentary tribesmen along the route were scantily armed up tll 1900, 
after which date arms from Muscat began to filter in. 

‘ Alafi.” Le.) another toll, originally as a grazing fee, is, I think, an older fee than 
‘‘rahdari” but it was formerly levied at certain seasons, and never made'a, permanent 
charge.

‘Those sums represent only “‘rahdari” and “tufangehigiti,” as it i called, and do 
not include “alafi"; they represent the enormous sum of 10s, for every. $00 Iba, 
approximately, in addition to a rate of hire, which had risen by Juno 1912 to 
34 tomane (over 6) per 770 Ibs. for a distance of some 180 miles, and this taken no 
account of loss by pilferage, 

About the summer of 1910 the manner in which these exactions were lovied 
changed considerably for the worse, and ean best. be accounted for by saying that for a 
period of nineteen months from March 1909 to December 1910 the caravan route was 
diverted by Soulet-ed-Dowleh to the Firuzabed and Jirreh routes (where caravans 
were treated more kindly) at the end of which time khans and tufangchis on the 
Kazeran road were missing their regular incomes and spoiling to got at caravans, 

By this time tufangehis from villages on the Kazerun route, nominally under the 
control of thir khans, wore priinnrly sat to plunder ing for themselves; the khans 
relying on their mon finding their own pay, while they thanselves confined their incomes

But with Kashgai Ukhani controlling the route to. be, followed, system of 
“auction” of the right tomeoure passage of earavana came rapidly into vosus eich the

seerot to us, It started from the Bushire end of the road. 

Tn March 1907 the Khan of Angali bribed the Governor of Bushive with 600 tomans 
anda horse to divert the road from Boragjun to Shief, vice the land route vit Ahmed, 
In May 1907 the Governor of Bushire was being offered 4,000 tomans (800L) for the 

hief route by the Angali Khan (who wanted to charge 1 kran for every threo 
animals), while the price from the Khan of Ahmedi was 1,500 tomans (3001), In 
consideration of the road passing by the land route, the governor also demanded an 
extra 2,200 tomans (4401,) from the kalantar (who was to take it from caravans). 
Ultimately 1,700 tomans (3401.) were paid by the Khan of Abmedi, anda cheque for 
4,000 tomans (actually seen by the writer in May 1907) returned to the Khan of 
Anguli, * 
in 1907 also the Khan of Boragjun took 6,000 tomang (1,0001,) from his tufangehia 
on account of “‘rahdari” from caravans ; but as long as Haidar Khan of Kumari} was 
master of the road from the first Kotal to Kazorun, and had it under one control (¥ 
till his death in September 1909), *rahdari” was low, not more than 1 krans por mule 
from Konar Takhteh to Kazerun, 

Th March 1909 Soulet-ed-Dowlch undertook from certain. Persian merchants 
Shim and the Government of Fars to guarantee the safety of merchandise sent 
Firnzabad and his own tribal country on a monthly payment of 1,000 tomans (2002), 

Certain Persian merchants at Shiraz working for Soulet-ed-Dowleh arranged. to 
take from all muleteors arriving at Shirwz 24 krans (about 1s.) on every mule, ‘This 
ssuin was raised to 4 krans for the Jimeh route and again reduced by March 1910, Ib 
was reported then that the merchants engaged in collecting the impost in Shirag “havo 
now found that a great deal more than 1,000 tomans pet’ month was realised by tho 
tax of 4 krans, and have reduced the payment to 24 krans, which suffices to bring in a 
revenue of 1,000 tomans a-month to Souleted-Dowleh, Ono Shiraz merchant had, in 
fot, offered to Soulet-ed-Dowleh to farm the road out for 2,500 tomans (5001) por 
mensem, but the Ihani had replied *no,’ that 1,000 tomans was quite suficionty and 
he did not want unnecessary payments to be extorted from muleteers and tradera, 

“Under Soulet’s management, the khans of Daliki and Borazjun had been forded 
to reduce their changes ; formerly Daliki taxed mules to the tune of 8 krans per head, 
and the tufangchis another 2 krins out of the muleteers, Now, Daliki, charged only. 
2 krans per mule, aud had forbidden his tufangebis to take anything from the muleteors, 
Similarly Soulet-ed-Dowlch had instructed the Kalantar of the Farsimedan that ho 
might charge only 5 shahis per mule at the three stages between Jirteh and Daliki 

There had been friction between Soulet-ed-Dowleh aud the Khan of Dashti over 
the section of the Firuzabad route through Dashti, the latter wishing to take more 
than half of the sum levied in Shiraz, 

Meanwhile, the khans from Daliki to Bushire were now willing to pay any. oum to 
secure the reversion of the road to Jisreh by way of their districts, The khane of

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jun and Daliki paid Soulet-ed-Dowleh 3,000 tomans (G00) in Febroary. 1910 
for this privilege.

Khan on the Kumari plain, insisted on all. caravans passi 
fas to pay ‘‘rahdari” at the illfamed saravanserai at the Kazerun end of the 
From thit timo till now the caravanserai has been held in foree either by the Kashkal 
themselves or leased out to their subordinates, such as Ali Muhammad, the Kumari 
outlaw : and its commanding situation at the entrance to the ravine makes caravans an 
inevitable prey to ite arin, 

‘The details given above of the growth of “aldari’” and of the “auction” of 
strotches of the caravan rite by dominant chief for the time bein will, Lhope, wake 
it cleiir that the question of the security of the Bushire-Shiraz road goes deeper than 
the measures hitherto proposed for the remedy of its present condition ean be said to 
penetrate, 

‘The scheme put forward for subsidising tho khans of the road was understood by 
imo as applicable primarily only to the sedentary hans interested in the toad to the 
south of Kazorun, Some of thess khans, tired with their blood feuds and enmities, and 
having nothing to hope and everything to fevr from an ignorant fickle Goveramen 
Would undoubtedly welcome guarantees for their families and a “ trucial” widertoking 
with the British Goveromont in order to ensure tranquillity between district and district 
and « cortain fixity of tenure for themselves, 

Te seemed, tierefore, not unlikely that by “ buying the khans out ”—paying them 
4 roxular sum as a subsidy oF componsation—and at the same time employing a number 
of their tufangchis in thelr own districts. as uards, with regular salaries paid through 
the British authorities, the present iniquitous system of “ralidari” might be eliminated 
altogether, as well ax hostility to the policing of the road. T thought the system might 
bo tried before cracking the much hanter nut of an arrangement with the Kashgais for 
the upper part of the road, ‘The incidents of last December have made the success of 
ssyclh arta swith the khans » much more difficult matter; but even if the 
Kashkulis, or the guilty sedentary inhabitants on the Kazerun plain, are at length 
fgolng to be punished, Cam uot at all suve that the proposal for subsidisation aud agree- 
ments would not still be ht line to take with the sodentary khans. 

‘The second reason for unlikelihood of the success of Swedish recruitment in these 
parts is that the khans need all their ion at home, to be ready to fight for them 
in their tribal fouds and to keep the districts fully under tillage. ‘The Khan of Angalt 
hs standing blood feud with the Khan of Atmeds; hows he going to deprive 
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himself of riflemen by letting them go to the gendarmerie? ‘The Khan of Ahmedi has 
feuds with Angali on the one side and Tangistan on the other; the Khan of Borajun 
with the Khan of Shabancara; the latter with Daliki, and s0 on, 

It is waste of time for the Swedish officers concerned with the present gendarmerie 
scheme to levy men from these road districta, Almost all that applied to the detriment

Tn fact, it appears impossible to separate the policing of the road from the 
‘suppression of ‘rahdari” and the tufingchis, who exact’ it; but in the remote 
contingency of tufangchis being still allowed to prey on earavans, and khans to extort 
blackmail at their villages, the Swedish gendanker sohaine i» rot fing to bo of the 
slightest use to British trade and British interests, I have myself been a witness, 
when marching with the Central India Horse, of the impossibility of a military force of 
250 men preventing the blackmail of the muloteers carrying their own tranyport it 
will therefore be out of the question for the Swedish gendarmerie to prevent extortion 
and il-treatient by sending detachments of 60 or 106 men with saruvana, ond thoy 
will not be able to spare that number for each caravan, 

‘Thero are bound to bs hoatilitiy, and the sedentary chit have everything in their 
favour; when the gendarmerie have suffered a reverse, and found thei men unequal 
to the task, what will be the position? ‘The gendarmerie will presumably either 
endeavour to fight down opposition, in which ease the road will become a scene of 
hostilities, impossible for caravan traffic, or they will be withdrawn from the rond and 
#0 become a heavy drain on the exchequer, atid useless from the British point of view, 
‘The net result would bo the firmer establishment of the power of tho tribal chiefs, the 
khans and tufagehis, and a recurrence of the condition of affairs, for the redress of 
which we havo already intervened very strongly, With the failure of the Swodiah 

ndarmerie scheme, and the non-existence of a Persian army capable of dealing with 
the situation, there will be no other alternative but to have recourso to a Lritiah 
military expedition on a large scale, 

The situation foreseen above is likely to arise directly the Swedish gendarmerio 
‘commenee operations on the Bushire road, a date that is aunounced for Ootober 1912, 

It is striking to note in the four schemes for the policing of the road, the rapid rise 
in estimate of the force required, as each measure in turn was recognised insufficient 
to cope with the situation, from 200 to 600, then 1,000 to 1,200 men, and now 1,600 
men; and the increased ‘expenditure from 7,062 to 15,0004, and now a Swedish 
gendarmerie costing over 20,000L, per annum, with an Tndian cavalry regiment, which 
cannot be costing Government less than 40,0001, per annum, Unhappily, wo can ouly 
Jook forward to the employment of a much larger foree, and far greater military 
expenditure before the abuses are properly crushed, 

‘We have thus good reason to expect a further deterioration of the state of the caravan. 
route, notwithstanding that existing conditions are already almost intolerable, 

In amplification of the summary given to His Majesty's Minister in telegram

obtain redress, is singularly bad for our prestige in Indian eyes 


Conclusions, 


‘The points which I desire to bring home in the foregoing report are :— 


1, That the ovil at the root of the insecurity of the Bushire-Shirz road is 
“‘rahdari,” and not robberies from time to time by Boit Ahmadis, and other nomad 
tribes; the possession of any part of the caravan route conferring a right to unlimited 
extortion from all that use the road. ‘That. for ‘rahdari" to be stamped out a lar 
rnilitary force is required, for n large part of the sedentary population along the road 18

‘Asa perusal of the former of the procis-verbaus: above referred to will show, no 
attempt was made by the Turkish delegates to discuss tho various pointa raised. by'tho 
Persian delegates at the sitting of the Ist August (Procte-verbal No, 15). With 
geformco fo the question of Suleiman, th reply mute by the former amounts in 
fact merely to a statement that they (the Turkish delegates) could not admit the 
conclusions arrived at by thoir Porsian colleagues, a8 theso conclusions were no answer 
to the preceding Turkish statement on the subject, which was based on treaties in 
force anil on authentic documents which were in conformity with these treaties, Any 
statement, it was added by the Turkish delegates, which should not fulfil the abovo 

could not be taken into consideration by them, Further, the ‘Turkish 
delegates, after reminding their Porsian colleagues that such passages in the latte 
statement of the Ist August last (Procds-verbal No. 15) as were not compatible with 
ng treaties had alroady been refuted by preceding Ottoman arguments, conclude 
by requesting tho Persian members of the commission to proveed to the dolimitation 
of Suleimanioh as laid down in Procbs-verbal No, 14, failing which they (the. Ottoman 
elogates) were of opinion that the matter should be referred to The Hague Tribunal. 

Procts-cerbal No, 17 contains the unconditional acceptance by the Persi 
delegates of the explanatory notes, and it will be observed that the form of th 
acceptance is identical with tho text, copy of which was forwarded to you in my 
despatch No, 709 of the 2st instant.

forty years previously had ruled uniuterruptedly over the Foili tribe) was ruler in the 
town of Khoremabad. Now, the Posht-i-Kuh mountains were uninhnbited at that 
time, 60 some of the Beili and Lek tribes nsed to go to the Pusht-iKub in winter 
timo, simply to wintar ther adn the spring they vould rum to thee own pla

‘That he belonged to the Rubia tribe who lived in the vilayet of Bagdad, and wore 
Ottoman subjects, and until a short time before he had sometimes lived in parts of the 
PoshtiKub and sometimes inthe vlayet of Bula and a tea ban gn Oda 
subject. In the days when tho Great Suleiman Pasha was Vali of Bagdad,” one of his 
ancestors, Ismail Khan had come to th vilayet of Bagdad with « few tribes, and

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settled in a place called Mubavil, « dependency of Bagdad. An allowance had been 
mado to him, and the administration of the affairs of the Mufaja tribe, a branch of 
the Muntefik’ tribes, had been hauided over to him. In Little Suleiman Pasha’s time* 
Mehmed Khan, son of Ismail Khan, went the Kurds his father had brought with 
him and took up his residence in Khurnabad, a dependency of Bagdad. His own father, 
Hassan Khan, had come in Abdullah Pasha’s time with the tribes that fillowed him 
and lived in Amara, a dependency of Bagdad, for twelve years, During this period he 
was subject to the Muntefik sheikhs for two years, and for those years he was with 
the Rabia tribes. After that he built a castlé in Amara, where he tarried and lived 
for seven years, during which period all hin belongings were transferred to Bedra, Jessan, 
and Mendeli. He therefore begged that, as he still had many vineyards and ‘gardens 
in Bedra and Zorbatieh, and about a hundred houses and pieces of land in Bagdad 
itself, he might become an Ottoman subject as before. 


As n fact, it has been louned and ascertained from others, too, that the tribes in 
question camo to this side several times in that way and obtained rds, gardens, 
‘und lands in the places referred to, and in fact still possess them. Tt i legitimate to 
Jook upon thess from the tribes point of view wx debatable land ; but there is no doubt: 
that in return for this the Persians would also dispute those branches of the Beni Lam 
tribe which aro mentioned in Chapter XVIL, as having gone over into Persian territory, 
Tt would therotore seem better to give up the idea of claiming the Feili tribes, aud to 
claim as Ottoman territory ouly the Pusht-i-Kuh lands in which they dwell now. If the 
Persians, in reply to this dlaim, say that the localities in which their tribes live belong 
to them, this will lay them open to the defence that in that case Fellabieh, Ramiz, 
Bobet, Shava, Diaful and thor pluces must belong to Turkey wince the Beni Lamm 
tribes who inhabit them to-day have been Ottoman subjects ab antiquo, and only 
recontly passed over into Persian territory. ‘This provides « pretext for demanding that

Translation of a Summary of a Report received from the Boni Lam Tribe. 


We, the Beni Lam tribe, are ignorant of the real boundary betwoon ‘Turkey and 
Persia, All we know in that the Duveiridj has been the dividing. line betwoon the 
Beni Lam and Persia ab antiquo, From the place whore this stream leaves: the 
mountains to the spot where it runs into the Kerkha, below Bissitin, which is subject to 

ah, the right side of the Duveiridj is our territory, and haw no connection wit 
Persia ; but the loft side of the Duveirid is Persian, From the place where the said 
river flows out, up to Mendeli aid even further, the boundary between us aud the 
Feili is formed by the mountains, Beyyat, Dibluran, Beksayeh, &., belong to our side 
and are in our possession, We used to get one-fifth of tho produce of all thowo places, 
and in addition we got 1,000 Damaseus (¥ dollars), each from Beyyat and Dihluran, and 
for a long time wo paid land:-tax to the Bagdad treasury ; but in Order that peaoo might 
be established between us and the Feili, we sent each'of the rulers of the Builitribos a 
horse every year as a present, for the resources of the tribes are known, But aftor the 
death of Hassan Khan of the Feili, hissons Ali Khan, Ahmed Khan, and Haidar Khan, 
on dividing among themselves the tribes which had been under their father's rule, 
dared to attack our territory and caused Beyyat, and Dihluran ty, fall into ruin j and 
these places are now deserted, Quly Beksayeh is left, and even in that ease we share 
with the khans of the Feili the fifth which formerly came to us, ‘The linds betweon 
Kunjiajem, which is near Zorbatich and the Gavy TRiver, ted 49 Be. in. or i 
aud the Feili had absolutely nothing to do with them; but after Hassan Ki 
his sous began to collect a poll tax from the Feili tribes there.

leaving also on this side the locality called Asuman Abad and on the other side 
Chardaoal, it goes to a alled ‘Tenki Khurrema and on to Mount, Kalanjuman, 
From there it passes by the heights of the great mountains called Kalacheh and over 
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Rahi Hiroulch, and runs asa dividing line in the neighbourhood of Kamkeh Khan, 
which lies in plain in these parts. Then it leaves the plain of Kevavur on the 
Persian side and the Kivrafur plain on the ‘Turkish side, and goes to the mountains 
of Kol Bmnir and Binar; from which point it runs, by way of the head of the valley 
of Derbend Sakan, to the summit of a spur of the Nua Mountains, which is situated 
in tho Karieh of Seyyid-i-Kamr, and reaches the highest peak of the said Nua 
Mountains, It finally ends at Ser Mil, which is the end of the old boundary of the 
Sanjak of Zohab, Another rumour says thatthe old frontier runs from the extremity 
of the Kebir Kuh, crosses the Millch Panjom Pass, Mount Sifik, Millch Kavan, 
Kala Rak, Shalem, and Keehan, and reaches Mount Manshet. ‘Then it goes from a 
ass called Zanjareh, which lies to, the south-west of the Tenki Khurrema to Mount 
Featanjonan + thon to the Derehjakan and Vhe Salanja Mountatas to tho valley called 
jrake Malaka ; to Mount KulicRav ; to the Tetk-iTorasik. Pass; to. Moutt, Kala 
Dunul} to the Tonk i-Zhounand Pass; aud to Mount Sch Gizan. Thence, erossi 
the Derch Pay Pass, it rans again to the Kel Emir and Birmar Mountains, from whi 
point it crosses the highest peak of the Nua Monntains, ind the head of the above- 
montioned Derbend Sakan Pass, situated in the neighbourhood of the village of Seyyid 
Kamer, and comes to an end at Sev Mil. 

Th this case the Kevayur Plain also remains on the ‘Turkish side, No entry or 
document has been find stating that in that region the ol ier passes through, 
these looilities ; but that it does so is deduced from the consider m that Ser Mil is 
the end of the frontier from the statements ot various persons, and from the evidence

Mondeljin and the land as far as Dertenk—Dertenk Ser Mil being the limit —with the 
plains between them, don us, ‘The mountains at the side remain on the other 
side of the frontier, Dena and Dertenk Mil Bashi (Ser Mil), which are detined as the 
Vinit, depend on us.” 


It is consequently deduced from these considerations that the old frontier must 
have passed through the localities referred to; but as the said localities consist: of 
mountain lan, there are other likely points for the course of the frontier, 


[Note—It must. be explained that, instead of the terms “nahié” and “kaza" 
‘employed by us, the Persians use the words “mahdl” and  bulouk,” and when places 
disputed tovlay'and in the Persians’ possession aro referred to, most of them are called 
by tho Persian nyme “mahal”; so when, tn this report, sueh and such a imahil” is 
roferred to, it means such and such a uahié or kazs,

Ifthe frontier is made to pass through the localities above mentioned there will 
remain within the boundary of the Ottoman Empire the mahdl called Aivan (Iwan), 
which is situated to the ‘north and north-west of Dihbala und the waters of which 
extend as far as Mendeli,

Tt has been ascertained that a century ago no one lived in this mahdl, Aivan, and 
that region was waste and deserted. ‘Then Mansur, one of the khans of the Kelhur 
tribe, who now live in Aivan, but at that time were in Persian territory, eame froin 
Persia with a number of houses of the Kelbur tribe and settled there, While Mansi 
was ruling over the said tribe there, Kerim Khan Zend, the autocratio ruler of Persin, 
appeared and married a daughter of Ali Khan, father of Shere Khan, the present ruler 
in Aivan, and on account of this connection he gave the khanate of Aivan to bis 
father-in-law, Ali Khan; and sinos then the mahal has been in the possession of the 
Persians, 

Now, there is a stream called the Sumar (the upper part ia called Kenker), which 
is the life of the town of Mendeli and of two bigaish Disheikh and Kivanich, 
which are two hours from Mendeli, ‘The souroo of this stream is in Mount Manshot, 
the highest part of a range called Shere Zul, between Aivan and Dihbala. Now this 
Stevan. might be used up in gummor before reaching Moucli, and if there were no 
water in it, the people of Mendeli_and of the other two other places inentioned would 
not be able to make a living or to bring vineyards and gardeis into existence by 
cultivation, So when the frontier was decided upon no thought was given to any 
other need, and it is most probable that. the mahil of Aivan, which contains the source of 
thie stream and in which the water could be use and exhutsted, was Tet on the Tuskiah 
side of the frontier, for it should not be possible for others to meddle with water 
Which ia the source’ of the prosperity of the throe places mentioned and the very life 
Of the. poople there, Another argimont for the said locality’ inalusion witht. the 
frontier is the fact that Dikbala is a sinjak on the frontier and Ser Mil is the end of 
the frontier, 

In the report. presonted on the 18th Shevval, 1267 (1853), there were w few 
statements concerning thy Sumar plain, the Sumar River, and the boundary of Mendeli 
but I was rocently in Aivan and ascertained that this’ mahél is within’ the frontier, 
Moreover, it has been established that the Persians have no tights whatever over the 
Sumar plain. The tithe of the produce of that plain belong to, Mendel, and tho

‘The people of Mendeli, who are the proprietors of all the arable part of the plain 
of Sumar, are still alive. Now the cultivators in that plain all belong to the Kelhur 
tribe, who are subject to Persia, and until 1266 a.m. (1852) thoso ot the proprietors 
‘of the said arable Jands, who own thy lans ov the left bank of the Siunar as fur aN a 
place called Dubiraleh, which is the extremity of the Sumar plain, used to tako 
& twentieth—ealled “ake” in, these parta-—as rent. from the Kelhur tribe, which 
engaged in agriculture there. Since 1266 .1t (1842), however, owing to the opposition 
of the khans of Aivan, to the fot that the officials’ in Mendeli have sought nothing 
but their personal interests, and to the lack of men acquainted with the adininistration 
of the country, the owners of the arable land cannot get, the “ake” which is, their 
rightful due, and the khang of Aivan have begun to levy thia ake," 

‘Those who for generations have been in possession of the arable lands in the Sumar 
Plain, on the right bank of the River Sumar, from Dubiraleh to a place about one and 
a-half hours from the Kassaba of Mendeli, still levy “ake” trom all cultivators, whether 
they belong tv the Kalhur tribe, who live in Aivan, or to the Kara Ulowss, who are 
subject to Mendeli, ‘The fuct that some of the people of Mendedi levied  akr” on 
those of those lands which they until 1266 At, (1852), while some still levy it, 
in sufficient to prove that the Kelbur tribe living in Aivan have no right of any Lind 
over the Sumar Plain; but in spite of this, and of the fact that the arable lands of the 
proprietors of lad in that pin, from the Tenk Pass situated at an hour's distance 
from the Kassaba of Mendeli to the Alanch mill, are nearer to» Mendel itself than the 
lands of the other persons mentioned, while until 1266 a.1, (1852) the propristors 
themselves cultivated the lands and gave up the fifth to the tax-farmers seit then by 
Mendeli; in spite of these fucts, T say, Shere Khan and Ulfet Khan, khans of the 
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Kelhuir, put pressure on those people in 1266 and 1267 (1852-58) and began to cla 
the right to dues auch as theoo paulto the Mandell tax Revesranton eee 
above, to the administrative incapacity of the mudirs of Mendeli, the Jand-owners were

, The Kalhur tribes, references to whom have been made above, are divided first of 
all into two parts called Mansury and Shahbazy, and each of these comprises several 
branches, A report bya man called Mir Aziz, bey of the Kara Ulouss tribe, who are 
now subject to Mendeli, says that in former times, and until Seyyid Bey, one of his 
ancestors, became bey of the Kara Ulouss, the house tax used to. be be levied on some 
2,000 houses belonging to the Shuhbizy tribe and to other branches of the Lek tribe, 
‘wid situated in Gilan aud Sumar and in other places in the neighbourhood of Mendel 
and though Seyyid Bey’s son, Khaneh Bey, did not levy it, he had seen bis father and 
ancestors dogo.

‘The tenor off the firman referred to above shows that the Lek and Kelhur tribes 
Were Ottoman subjects, Aziz Boy's report, however, says that the Lek tribe is divided 
1 two parts, ondof whieh lives in P ritory, between Khoremabad and Shiraz, 
il hns been subject to’ Persia ab antigua, while the members of the other, who also live 
places in Persian territory from Klioremabad ‘0 the locality known as Saimara, part 
Varkuh or Pishkuh, Wore Ottoman subjects, as belonging to the Kara Uloussi, 
until the time of Khanh Bey, grandfather of Adz Bey, bey of the Kara Uloussi, but 
subsequently fled to Persia tor some reason, ond were settled by the Persians in the 
localities referred to above, When this tribe fled from our side of the frontier it 
numbered some 600 houses, but rumour says that the number of honises bas now reached 
000. Until the time of Petah Bey, father of Aziz Bey, and the days of the Goy 
t of Daoud Pasha, the branch of the Lek tribe known as Zer Kush and comprisin 
300 houses, wore Otter ects, as belonging to the Kars Ulouss tribes. Although 
they lived in the Meimouk Mountains, which are considered to form part of the 
Pusht-i-Kuh, they opposed the payment of the customary house tax, whereupon Daoud 
Pashia's agent went to them with Aziz Bey’s father ; but at the time when they should 
have paid the house tax hey rebelled again, and in the war that ensued the tribe lost 
seven killed. They then fled to a place called Desht Hejnaneh, which also belongs to 
the Pusht-i-Kub and lived there, Another branch of the Lek tribe is the Sevreh 
Suri (!) tribe, who are now included in the Bagdad registers, and who live scattered 
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about in Khanikin, Binkudra, Shahraban, and other places, They fled again in the time: 
of Melimed Hussein Mirza and went to. Persia. For a time they lived in the local 
called Hersem ynd Huleilan and some of them obtained cultivated fields there. Some 
‘of them returned and came to the said places (? said mall) after living there for two 
‘or three years, and those who had obtaified cultivated fields after ten o¥ fifteen years.

Kuh iteel being then uninhabited. ‘The general tenor of Dervish Pash’ argument 
‘would certainly seem to be that the Beni Lam tribes were the original proprietors of 
parts ot least ofthe Puaht-i Kuh onoroached upon by, the Well Lue, but his statements 
in this respect are not clear, while the very vague assortion contained in the information 
supplied to him by the “trustworthy person” of the Rabia tribe, viz, that the latter 
had formerly lived in the Pusbti-Ruh, can hardly be said to haye any value, Tho 
point which seems to be chiefly deserving of attention is the recommiendation with 
which Dervish Pasha concludes his argument on this part of the question, viz, that it 
would be better to give up the ides of claiming these Feili Lurs as Turkish subjects and 
to claim only the Pusht-i-Kuh lands in which they dwell now. A protext for so doing 
‘would, he considers, be found in the fuet that should the Persians raise the objection 
that the Poshti-Kub is inhabited by Persian tries, they would lay Uhenalves open to 
the rejoinder that int that case certain localities in the Mohammerab and Dizful regions, 
inhabited by the Beni Lam tribes—Turkish subjects ab antiquo—should belong to 
‘Turkey.

‘The 
Beat Lam statement as regards the lands. between the Kunjajem onthe Gavy i that 
‘used to be in our possession, but that since then the son of Hassan Khan of the 
tebe have bogun to levy pol tax on the Fail tribes hero, An regards Bagi, 
Beyyat, and Diluran, the general tenor of both these reports would seom to indicate 
that only the first-menticned locality remained on the ‘Turkish side, for though De 
Pasha, in Chapter XXI, considers the report of the Beni Lam tribe to be more accurate 
ig that theso three places “are in possession of the Beni Lam,” he omits all 
‘of the statement of the latter that ‘only Bagsayeh (Bogsal) is loft” (to 
Turkey), Te-will not escape notice that, in speaking of the Duveiridj, the Beni Lan

In Chapter XXIT, Dervish Pasha then proceeds to give in some detail two

may be drawn that both these lines from Mount Manshet to Mount Kaladja are 
also outside the neutral zone. From Mount Kellemir (to the north of Mount Kaladja. 
(Id. map, sheet §)—where they again unite—as far ay Sermil, the line is. within the 
eutral gone, In the concluding part of the chapter the. plxin called Asumanubad 
(Asmanabad to the north of Iwam (War Office snap) is claimed by Dervish Pasha as 
firerly belonging to Turkey, ns algo the pins of Ghilan and Ghilein lor, according 
to him, to Turkey, during the invasion of Mustafa Kerim Khan Zend; but, whatever 
may be the facts as regards theso particular places, the value of the assertions made

and islands from the Sheikh of Mohammerah. 

It would be premature at present to discuss the suitability of Khor Musa as a 
terminus for the railway. ‘The Marquess of Crowe understands that opinion is not 
unanimonson that point; and, if His Majsty’s Government become fnaneally 
interested in the conservancy of the Shattel-Arab, it may be rather to their interest 
to increase the traffic on that river by locating the terminus at Mohammerah, But, 
apart from that, it appears desirable, on general grounds, that His Majesty's Government 
should if possible control the allotment of the foreshore at Khor Musa, and his Lordship 
would accordingly support the recommendation, 

Ho does not overlook the fact that in your lettor of the 25th November, 1911, 
to this Office, Sir E. Grey expressed the view that an application to the sheikh for 
a lease of Khor Musa would be objectionable to tho Persian Government; but he 
submits for consideration that their objections would hurdly bo consltent with tho ve 
precise wording of the firman referrod to in the Government of India’s telogram, whi 

nod Fellaiseh to the sheikh “as perpetual property,” permitted and en pororod 
him ‘to exercise in those lands the possossory rights of ownership of every kind," and, 
while forbidding him “to sell or transfer the said properties to foreigners,” did not 
prohibit him from leasing them. 

With reference to article 4 of the Persian Railways Syndicate’s draft contract, 
Lonl Crowe gathors that the alteration which the Government of India deprecate was 
aise in order to meet ihe opinion expressel_in your eter to Mr. Greenway of tho 
Srd January last.

But 
wording of article 4 of revised contract between Persian Government and Persian 
Railways Syndicate, which admits right of Persian Government to expropriate sheikh, 
will givo rise to difficulty. Not only will sheikh’s susceptibilities be wounded by 
pretension, which he will contest on grounds of firman in perpetuity, but our position 
will be weakened in the event of concessions within territories of sheikh being sought 
by foreign Power from Persian Government. Validity of lease of Khor Must, should 
this be approved, will also be impaired.

‘The gorge by which the Mund River obtains access to the Pas Rudak Plain i 
tortuous and impassable even on foot for several miles immediately cast, of Sowar-i- 
Ghaib, but it seems not improbable that a couple of tunnels, each 800 yards or so long, 
and a few miles of expensive gorge line, would suffice to give the line access to. the 
broad valley beyond which this gorge once negotiated offers no serious difficulty for « 
railway line as far as the Kir-o-Karzin Plain, 

‘Tho aligament up the Haftawan stream to Kurdeh, Garmusht, and Pidu bas no 
such obstacle to overcome at the start, but the Pidu-Gird Bishch section across the 
Kuh Paban range (which the alignment suggested above avoids) is diffoult, though in 
no way impracticable, but it does not appear to me any longer than the former

7. This section is not unlike No. 2, but the alignment, instead of running 
parallel to the strike of the hills, cuts them nearly at right angles For the first 
2 miles, as far as the Abbal dato grove, the line runs over the Pidu Plain; it then 
turns north-cast and then east again over the Maidanak plateau, parallel to the strike of 
the hills, to 5 miles, Then begin the hills. To suggest any partioular alignment would 
‘be impossible without detailed survey. ‘The range, which isabout 6 miles in breadth, is 
narrower at this point than anywhere else, and also lower, It consists of a succession of 
sandstone and gravel ridges, parallel to each other, consisting of a strata tilted north- 
wards at an upward angle of about 20 degrees; the cross section of the rang 
resembles the edge of « saw.

20, The Government of India’s Committee advocated that a concession for this 
line should be obtained; the Goverment of India, however, did not endorse this 
proposal, and recommended that no mention of such a line should be made at present. 
They considered that if tho trans-Persiau Tine passed through Ispahan such 

could be favourable to Russia; if, however, Ispahan was avoided, as , by. the 
Russian Government (in omer to. prevent eventual. intersection by a German Tine froin 
Badgad), such a line would be of advantage, 

The conclusion of the Russo-German agreement and the undertaking of the 
Russian Government not to support the requests of third parties for concession in that 
region, nor consent to such requests being made without provions consultation with Eis 
Majesty's Government makes i probable that the Russian Government wil withdraw 
their objections to the trans-Persian line passing through Ispahan.t 

On the question of the advantage to Russia of a Shiraz-Ispahan Tine, under such 
cireumstances, I venture to think that the line will be even mor’ advantageous to the 
commerce of Great Britain aud that no fears on this score need deter us from advocating 
its construction,

‘These districts are not only very fertile, but they already. produce 
vain for sale in good seasons many times more than their own requirements, and 
fave done for years a regular transport and export business in grain. ‘This has been 
chielly by sea; because of dearness of the limited camel transport and a railway 
traversing the heart of these districts would rapidly stimulate increased cultivation, 
naking distant points accessible that now send little to market. ‘The commercial 

nportance of the coastal plain, its prosperity and settled population are established 
facts, and as such they offer an’ immediate return for railway enterprise, which could 
not be hoped for in the districts between Bunder Abbas and Jabrum, Jabrum aud 
Shiraz, for several years after the first train passed. It is to be borno in mind that 
the graineproducing coastal region, which covers all Arabistan, narrows from Bunder 
Dilam as far the southern extremity of Dashti, and practically couses between Lingah 
and Bunder Abbas. 

Unsuitability of soil, low rate of rainfall, and absence of a “cold” season may 
pe the reasons why Bunder Abbas has to rely on the Busbire littoral for grain, ‘The 
low average rate of export of grain from’ Bushire of recent years has been due 
solely to continued drought in one district or another and shortness of soed ; better

‘As to the intermediate districts between Bunder Abbas and Jabrum, no, oppor- 
tunity has been given to the writer to inspect them, bntit is certain that they are 
very sparsely inhabited, cultivating only for their own immediate needs, and that, the 
inhabitants are not a trading population, with the possible exeeption of Lar. 


Reasons why little surplus Grain ean be relied on: Bunder Abbas Alignment. 


Lieutenant Wilson assumes 2 tons per funily as the normal surplus of grain 
available for export, aud estimating 60,000 funilies on the alignment between Bunder 
‘Abbas aud Shitaz and the districts surrounding Shiraz, has calculated the normal 
izeain surjlus at 100,000 tons, He further estimates the probable total export traffic.

Inadvisabitity of leaving Bushire out of Scheme of Dovclopment, 


All existing data make it. tolerably certain that, even if railway connection with 
Shiraz wore first established vit Bunder Abbas, Bushire would still continue to be an 
important trading centre, not only of the plain-country, but also for the hinterland, 
including Kazerun, Firuzabud, Behbehan, Borazjun, Dilam, &e,, while in addition it has 
every likelihood of growing into port for grain export, 

Consequently, it will hardly be possible—in the neutral zone as it is—to sterilize it 
for railway transport; from Arubistan to Bunder Abbas is an enormous strotch of const. 
Tine, with a wide radius inland, to be left unexploited, Bushitw would always remain to 
tempt enterprise, British, Persian, or foreign; and the mere fiet of concessions for 
railways being obtained and work commenced on linea from Bunder Abbas end Aratiatin 
would at once lead opposition syndicates to seize on what they might consider n tactical 
mistake, and construct vid Bushire. Foreign influences, notably German, have oulti= 
Yated an interest in Brshire for yearw past ; the Germans aro, aided by a aubsidy, in the 
process of building up a grain trade, It ‘is impossible to think of Bashived even af 


evacuated as useless by British trade interests, being similarly treated by our forei 
rivals, And it is practically certain that, were a railway constructed from Bushire to

Persian preference for Bushire Atignment and attention to their Interestss 


In previous treatmont of the question of these alternative routes, tho point of view 
has heen exclusively English.

Yet it. would be 
well to recognise that when the scliemo of railways is finally tabled, with British official 
support, and wade known in Persia, anything conteaty to accepted’ notions of tho 
Persian people is bound to meet with the most strenuous opposition. After a, rostdonee 
of five to six years in the Gulf, during which, from the naturo of my work, I have been 
eoustantly and closely in touch with Persian trade, Persian mochene ant var, 
lasso the countsy, L can only express the most emphatio opinion that Persia 
notables, traders, and shopkeepers in Shiraz, Bushire, and to. an extent in Ispahan, 
would demand the Bushire connection, and. raise Pedemonium iy their own forable 
fashion to oppovo the Bundor Abbas aand influence the Persian Government 
against it. Tt may bo observed that the townspeople, not the peasants or tribesmen, 
are the agitators in Persia, and the thinking class, whioh spreads ideas over the country, 
‘and throughout their scurrilous preas,

Tn your telegram dated the 19th June, 1912, in connection with lease for barracks, 


you raised the question of withdrawing cavalry from Shiraz On the 12th July we 
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replied that troops should be withdrawn, since they were not so much a protection as a 
danger, but that withdrawal should be deferred till October, by which time it was hoped 
that such measures as would permit of our withdrawal without loss of prestige might 
have been taken by new Governor-General. It is understood that your Lordahip and 
the Foreign Office concurred in this view. Unfortunate defeat of gendarmerie followed, 
asa result of which disorder became general, and tribes round Shiraz were reported by 
consul at that place to be no longer under control of tribal chiefs. We pro} 
accordingly in our telegram dated the 21 ultimo that cavalry should bo withdraw from 
Shiraz under escort of a mixed brigade, and that Shiraz consular escort should be slightly. 
increased. We fixed strength of force at minimum necessary for purposes merely of 
protection and defence, 

His Majesty's Government are advised that larger foroe is required to inflict 
adequate punishment, while Eis Majesty's Minister at Tehran, ao would appear ftom his 
telegram No. 80 [? 487], considers proposal a dangerous half measure, and, if there is to 
be an expedition at all, advocates a punitive one, We should have been acting 
intelligibly at any rate, had we sent a panitive expedition when our cavalry were 
attacked.” But sich action at this stage would be difficult to explain, Idea of punitive 
expedition had, consequently, been intentionally diearde by us, aid in the event of 
tribes attacking our cavalry or troops, punishment might have been limited to reprisals

Vo admit readily that suspicion of tribes and even of Persian Government will be 
aroused, whatever the nature of our intentions or the size of our relieving. foree, and

We have been led to reconsider the position, in view of Sit W. Townley’s opinion, 
and of the view of His Majesty's Government, that it would only be possible to effect 
withdrawal by a foree of sufficient strength to punish assailants seriously, and to follow 
them up for that purpose, ‘There could be only one result, inion, of military 
measures of ab i, guorilla warfare for prolonged period, with oacupation 
‘of Southern Persia ax a very probable conclusion, We depreeate strongly any action 
likely to precipitate occupation, though it is « matter for conjecture whether it may be 
forced upon us in future, ‘To haye regiment for the present iu Shiraz, and to do all in 
‘our power to fucilitate new Governor-General’s task, appear to be the only alternative, 
‘This course of action will give no cause for effervescence among Indian Mahommedai 

hile it will Lavy the obvious advantage of being consistent with our avowed policy of 
abstaining from military occupation and with our demand that. perpetrators of outray 
‘on our troops should bs punished, ‘This course is therefore recommended by us in the 
hope that order may have so far been restored by new Governor-General. in, the space 
‘of a few months ax to make it possible for our cavalry to proceed without incident to 
the const. Tn the cireumstances we deem it prudent that new Governor-Genoral should 
be given a fiir trial, though we cannot be sanguine of bis success. Comfortable and. 
adequate quarters should be provided for the cavalry if it is decided to retain them, at 
Ispaban pnd Shiraz. Assistance of Persian Government in obtaining such quarters on 
lease should be insisted upon ; construction of barracks at that Government's expense 
will otherwise be necessary.

[AM directed by Secretary Sir Edward Grey to transmit to you herewith, to, bo 
aid before the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, copies of correspondence, as 
marked in the margin,* respecting an arrangement arrived at between the National 
Bank of Turkey, the Deutsche Bank, and the Asiatic Petroleum Company, for working 
Petroleum deposits in any part of the Ottoman Empire in Europe and Asia, 

Sir Hl. B. Smith indicates that the new company propose to apply to the Porte for 
such a concession, and ho asks for the support of His Majesty's Government if it 
should at any time become necessary, 

Tt should be explained that the Asiatic Petroloum Company aro a market company 
‘of the Shell Company, which, as their Lordships are aware, is a foreign-controlled 
ompany, and that although on the faco of itt would appear tht the Brash character 
of the new company is safeguarded by the fact of the reservation to the English grow 
‘of the appointment of the chairman, who will havea casting vote, it appears probable 
that the company will in reality be managed and controlled by the Asiatic Petroleum 
Company in view of the facilitios at the disposal of the Shell Company's organisation, 

Their Lordships are aware of the position occupied bythe, Anglo-Persian Oi 
Company and of the support given for some years past to Mr, D'Aroy's application 
for the concession of the Mesopotamian oil wells, 

On learning, therefore, of the negotiations in progress between the National and 
Deutsche Banks, I communicated with Mr. Greonway, of the Anglo-Porsian Oil 
Company, with the object of ascertaining how these negotiations wore viewed by that 
company, and how it would affect their interests, Tt was thought that an amalgama- 
tion of the interests of the two enterprises might be foasible. 

A thorough discussion of the whole question has since taken place between me 
and Mr. Greenway, an account of which Sir E, Grey desires mo to place before the 
Board of Admiralty 

Mr. Greenway informed me that one of the objects of the Shell Company for 
‘Years past has been to arrive at an amalgamation of interests. with the Anglo-Persian 
Oil Company. ‘The latter company, however, largely on Iinperial grounds, have 
hitherto rejected all overtures made to them by the former, 

Mr. Greenway mentioned that tho Persian enterprise would nover have beon 
entered upon at all. but at tho instance of the Admiralty, who pressed the [Burmah 
Oil Company to undertake it on Imperial grounds. It was entirely for these reasons 
that Lord Strathcona embarked upon it 

Mr. Greenway said that if the company promoted by Sir I. Babington Smith 
succeeds in securing the Mesopotamian concession the Shell Company will have 
achieved its object, aud the Anglo-Persian Oil Company will bo obliged to come 
to terms as they would be unable to continuo to compete with a company drawing 
upon the whole of the oil supplies of the Ottoman Empire, 

In that case practically the whole oil supply of the world would be under the 
foroign eontrol of the Shell Company, an eventuality which Sir, Grey. thinks 
the Lords Commissioners might view. with disfavour in view of the increasing 
importance of oil as fuel and of its possible adoption for naval purposes. 

Loxplained to Mr. Greenway in reply that the position of the Foreign Office wax 
‘a somewhat difficult one. 

‘Tho National Bank—a British enterpriso—was asking for support to obtain, a 
concession for a British company, which it would be hard to find good reasons for 
refusing in view of the attitude of impartiality always adopted by this department 
between rival British competitors.

Before 
you called my attention to the matter through Mr, Parry some little time ago T was not 
aware that it might be contended that the language ‘used might exclude the use of 
motor vehicles on roads in the neighbourhood of the railway. Iscarcely think the 
syndicate would desire to press that, and, even if they did, it would surely be difficult, 
for His Majesty's Government to support them on the point, as it would prevent the 
Persian Government from making use of motor vehicles on roads in districts traversed 
by the railway, and would thus place them under a disability which would never bo 
tolerated in this country, However, the point is not one of much practical importance, 
‘as the regions to be traversed by the railway are not such as to invite a competing 
system of motor traffic.

‘The supplies for the last-named placo come through the Tangistan 
ports. Kermanshah and Burujird in the Russian sphere feed Luristan for the most 
part, and a certain amount is also imported from Mesopotamia. Arms smuggled into 
Southern Persia are brought in through the countless smaller ports of the Persian Gulf 
litoral,, The whole burden of the suppression of the traffic rests upon His Majesty's 
ships, as the Persian custoins administration have long ago abandoned any attempt to 
Cope with the traffic since some unpleasant experiences with arme-smugglers. ‘Tho 
Mekran const trade was broken up last year by the efforts of His Majesty's ships, aud 
the traffic driven up in this direction. "The eoast has beon admirably policed by our 
ships, even though their available number has been small; in some cases smugylers 
have beon driven to jettison their cargoes; in others, large captures of consi guments 
hhave been made, 

2. "The position aud resources of the governor of the Gulf ports are not strong 
enous to daablo him to do anything effective with regard to tho seizure of arms,

WITH reference to my telegram No. 513 of to-day’s date, I have the honour to 
transmit herewith paraphrase of a telegram Ihave received from Sir Perey Cox upon 
the subject of the steps which he considers should be taken to protect British interests 
in connection with a proposal said to be under consideration of the Persian Govern- 
ment for the granting of a wireless telegraphy concession for the whole of Persia to, the 
Indo-Huropean Telegraph Company, which is under Russian protection in Persia. 

I have adopted this course, because the above-mentioned telegram is of such a 
lengthy nature that it would entail considerable expense to repeat it by telegraph, and 
because T am of opinion that there is no reason to anticipate that the concession will be 
granted without the sanction of a Medjliss, since to do so would be to renounce the 
argument put forward by the Persian Government that no railway concession can, 
under the conditions of the constitution, be granted in Persia without the approval of 
the National Assembly. 

Tiould beg to add that I concur in. the suggestions made by Sir Perey Cox, but I 
fail to see why he is of opinion that it will be unnecessary to discuss the question with 
the Russian Government if the representations made to the Persian Government suffice. 
If, as is certain, the Russian Legation here is coguisant of the scheme, I am of opinion 
that it is most desirable that T should discuss the matter with my Russian colleague, 
since the interests of a British administration and a Russian-protected company are 
concerned. 

Tt would also seem to me desirable, as suggested in my above-quoted telegram, 
that I should warn the Persian Goyernment that the proposed scheme has been brought 
to the notice of His Majesty’s Government, and that no action on it shonld be taken

IN iy telegram No. 363 of the 4th instant, I reported: that the’ Russian 
Ambassador wos about to propose to his Government that it might be necessary 
in order to induce the Porte to accept the Russian desiderata in connection with the 
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‘Turco-Versian frontier, to hold out hopes of a cession of territory from Porsin to 
‘Turkey betweon Zohab and Mandeli, and also of concessions in connection with the 
temetiu tax and the economic liberty of Turkey in regard to import duties, In 
the course of conversation vesterday, M. de Giers informed me that in discussing the 
frontier question with the Minister for Foreign Affairs on the 14th instant he hinted to 
his Excellency that if the Porte should agree to the wishes of Great Britain and Russia 
in those parts of the frontior in which they sere respectively interested, the two 
Governments would, he thought, prove not unwilling to give the Porte their support in 
obtaining a rectification of the frontier in the Zohab region, provided such rectification 
could be justified by the treaty of Erzeroum, M. de Giers went on to say that 
Gabriel Effendi had intimated that the Porte, in return for acquiescence in the Russian 
wishes, would desire to obtain some concession in connection with the Capitulations ; he 
understood that Russia and the other Powera were averse from giving way on such 
questions as consiilar jurisdiction and consular assistance in Turkish courts, but. he 
eould not admit that they should, by insisting on the right founded on the Capitulations, 
desire to intorfere with Turkish liberty in economic questions. ‘The Ambassador 
replied that, as regards the frontier, Russia only required the observance of a statue quo 
which had lasted many years and which resulted from treaty agreements, and 
compliance with this demaid would bo a very small concession as compared with the 
sacrifice Russia would make by abandoning her rights in the question of customs 
dues, 

M. de Giers did not tell me that his Government had not agreed to his proposal to 
bring the 4 per cent. customs duties into connection with the Turco-Porsian frontior 
question, but it would seem as if this was the case.

D on the Minister for Foreign Affairs to-day the necessity of pushing on 
the negotiations over the Persian frontier, as there was barely a month left before the 
expiration of the term fixed for the Joint Commission. Gabriel Efendi said that the 
Council of Ministers had not found time to go into the whole question, and he reininded 
me that the Persian Ambassador had made a proposal to prolong the commission's 
term, Tedid that wll Trogretied Whit hocaboulc: alow buch socouity. to. uriea, 
hoped that if it should do so, there would be no obstacle on the part of the Porto, —Ilig 
Excellency said he could reassure mo on that point, and after thanking him T reminded 
hhim that he had more than once stated to me that he was «ui ved to accept the 
frontier proposed by us between Mobamiierah and Howizah, It was impossible to 
discuss the whole frontier nt once, and a beginning hud to be made somewhere, and it 
appeared to me to be as well to bogin on the points where agrecmeut was assured : 
would not his Excellency instruct the Turkish delegates to bring forward the question 
of this part of the frontior at an early meeting of the commission and signify their 
acceptance of it. Gabriel Effendi said that before giving such instructions he must go 
more carefully into the details of our proposal. I said that there was little need for 
elaborate explanations ; the line that we proposed was entirely in accordance with the 
treaty of Erzeroum, and was, moreover, for all intents and purposes, identical with 
the frontier recognised for the past sixty years. was, however, unablo to extract any 
promise from him, and my impression is that the Minister has not, yet. heen’ able. to 
scoure the attention of his colleagues to the question, I think that this belief is shared 
by the Russian Ambassador.
